4. The Peoples’ Pelitical Coun- 
cil should appoint a supervisory 
commission to investigate con- 
ditions along the railroads and 
report any violation of the truce 
by either side. 

Communist Reaction. 

The nationalist peace proposals, 
the Communist spokesman said, 
would restrict the government's 
cease fire order “to a few hot 
spots” whereas it should apply all 
over the country. 

He agreed to the plan to turn 
the railways over to police but 
insisted that Chungking’s offer 
did not include two of the most 
important railways — the Piep- 
ing-Mukden and Tientsin-Pukow 
railways, both now largely Com- 
munist controlled. 

Government quarters said the 
new peace proposals were con- 
cessions inspired by a genuine de- 
sire to halt hostilities.

Fear Yanks May Become 
Involved 
Result of Course They 
Say Has Been Outdated 
by Events.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
United States diplomatic officials 
were reported alarmed _ tonight 
over the spreading civil strife in 
China. ; 

They are fearful that American 
hopes for a strong China as an 
early stabilizing force in Asia may 
be upset. 

They are also concerned that 
United States Marines and Army 
forces there may become involved 
in the fighting between Commu- 
nist and central government 
troops—-without any intention on 
the part of the White House or 
State Department that this should 
happen. 

These authorities, who cannot 
be identified further than as top 
advisers on Chinese affairs, ap- 
pear to have split with the line 
taken by the military officials, 
which is that there is no danger 
of involvement. 


The ranking American military 
authority on China is Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer, who recently 
conferred here with President 
Truman and Secretary of State 
Byrnes. .Wedemeyer was report- 
ed in a dispatch from Chungking 
today, as saying his troops could 
help the Chinese government 
forces round up defeated Japa- 
nese without direct action against 
the Communists. 


Two Alternate Proposals. 


The diplomats argue that Amer- 
ican involvement may result from 
drifting along with a policy which 
they say has been outdated by 
events. This argument has been 
presented to Byrnes along with 
a proposal for a policy review 
and two alternative courses which 
the United States might now 
take in view of the fighting. 

One course would be to say that 
the Communists are little more 
than gangsters, ,that there is 
therefore no civil war in China, 
and that the United States feels 
its best interests would be served 
by giving Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek whatever help he needs 
to restore peace and order. 

The alternative course would be 
to say that China is going through 
a period of extreme internal dis- 
sension in which neither the 
United States nor any other for- 
eign government could afford to 
become invglved; that a strong 
and peaceful China would result 
more quickly from allowing the 
Chinese to settle the issue them- 
selves. 

At the State Department Amer- 
ican policy is described as di- 
rected toward building a strong, 
democratic China as a pillar of 
world peace. The United States 
supports Chiang’s government for 
that purpose, but on his assur- 
ance that the troubles between 
himself and the Communists will 
be settled by peaceful political 
means. 


Some of U. 8. Policy Steps. 


Here are some of the activities 
based on policy toward a peaceful 
China which American forces now 
are carrying out in co-operation 
with the Chungking government: 

1. Marines are garrisoning key 
eities in north China, in the gen- 
eral area of conflict between the 
Reds and government troops. The 
Marines*went in to help take over 
from the Japanese. The plan is 
to withdraw then when they can 
turn over. the job to Chinese gov- 
ernment troops. 

2. The United States is training 
Chinese army forces and there 
has been speculation that this 
training might be expanded to in- 
clude a Chinese air force to be 
built up by Gen. Claire Chennault, 
of “Flying Tiger” fame. 

3. In line with the announced 
purpose of helping Chinese gov- 
ernment troops take over from 
the Japanese, American ships and

States sent lend-lease munitions to 
Chiang’s forces and they are now 
available to the government 
troops.

Firm Against Goering’s 
Insistence That He 
Hand Over Country, 


Germany’s seizure of Austria in 
1938 was arranged by high Nazi 
Officials in telephone conversa- 
tions. .These conversations were | 
recorded by the German Air Min- 
istry and the recordings subse- 
gently were recovered from the 
rubble of Berlin by Daniel de Luce 
of the Associated Press. He tells 
about them in a series of four 
stories, the first of which follows.

BERLIN, Nov. 3—At 8:48 p.m. 
on March 11, 1938, Reichsmar- 
shal Hermann Goering dictated 
the telegram the puppet Arthur, 
Seyss-Inquart was to prepare in- 
viting German armed forces into 
Austria. 


Goering said Seyss-Inquart 
would not even have to go 
through the formality of send- 
ing the telegram—he would 
merely have to acknowledge 
agreement with its contents. 
“Tell him,” said Goering in 
breathless haste to the German 
State Secretary Wilhelm Kep- 
pler, “it is not necessary that he 
send the telegram. He only has 
to say agreed!” 

Thus was arranged the pretext 
for the march of German troops 
into Austria. The act that ied 
to the termination of Austria’s 
independence and its annexation 
on March 13, 1938, to Adolf Hit- 
ler’s Greater Reich. 

Out of the mouths of the Nazis 
themselves, living and _ dead, 
comes this inside story of the 
anschluss. 


Whole Account Recorded. 


The whole swaggering minute- 
y-minute account wag shouted 
over the long distance telephone 
—Berlin to Vienna, to Rome, to 
London, to Linz—as the Nazis 
threatened, blufed, cajoled, lied 
and dictated according to the ne- 
cessities of the occasion, 


At Goering’s Air Ministry an ef- 
ficient listening post copied down 
the torrent of angry words, ful- 
some boasts and wheedling flat- 
tery, and when Austria was deliv- 
ered bag and baggage, air min- 
istry officials bound sthe entire 
record of 100 neatly typed pages 
and 30,000 words inside a plain 
black cardboard folder labelled 
“Secret Archives. Conversations— 
Austrian Case, March, 1938.” 

The historic folder went unno- 
ticed among the tons of docu- 
ments strewn about the wrecked 
palace of the Luftwaffe when the 
Red Army occupied Berlin this 
spring. 

For two cigarettes, two elderly 
Germans who were .cleaning up 
and burning the tattered papers 
in the courtyard, loaded my jeep 
with these Nazi records. The fold- 
er on the Austrian case wag_in- 
cluded in the salvage. 

Translated and condensed, the 
folder gives the detailed and 
chronological history of the big- 
gest blackmail of its time. 

The story is mostly told in the 
stammering, repetitious slang of 
Goering’s conversations with 
Seyss-Inquart, who played the Tro- 
jan horse role, and other Nazis in 
Vienna, with Ambassador Joachim 
von Ribbentrop in London who 
was to become foreign minister, 
with Prince Philip of Hesse, the 
son-in-law of the King of Italy 
whose royal wife died in Buchen- 
wald concentration camp, and 
with Maj. Gen. Karl Bodenschatz, 
cabinet chief in Goering’s air min- 
istry office who was on the scene 
at Linz. Hitler himself came in on 
the wire once. 


Ultimatum to Austria. 


At the height of his blustering, 
Goering gave Austria an _  ulti- 
matum to form a new Nazi gov- 
ernment in less than two hours 
or 240,000 German troops would 
march into the country. 
He commented that if 66-year- 
old Austrian President Wilhelm 
Miklas could not understand in 
four hours what had already been 
said, perhaps he could under- 
stand that language in four min- 
utes, 
The record opens with Goering’s 
personal transcript of an interna- 
tional telephone conversation at 
2:45 p.m. on Friday, March 11, 
the day before the German march 
into Austria, with Seyss-Inquart, 
the national socialist minister of 
interior and public security whom 
Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg had 
taken into the cabinet in an ef- 
fort to appease Hitler. Goering 
and Seyss-Inquart, who later was 
rewarded with the German com- 
missionership over The Nether- 
lands, are defendants at the forth- 
coming Nuernberg trials. 
Goering—‘“How goes it with you 
now? Did you resign, is there 
oo new to tell?” : 
wuetnatart--"The Chancellor 
Sc valled off the elections.” 
This was the national plebiscite 
which Schuschnigg in a surprise 
move two days before had called 
for the following Sunday on the 
Austrian government's policy of 
independence toward Germany.

100,000 NATIVE

Indonesians Armed With 
Jap Weapons — British 
Landing Another Di- 


vision at Soerabaja., 


BATAVIA, Nov. 3 (AP)—Indo- 
nesian troops up to 100,000 strong 
and bearing Japanese arms are 
marehing and concentrating in 
central Java, British pilots said 
today, while political tension 
heightened over the Dutch govern- 
ment’s refusal to deal with Presi- 
dent Soekarno of the “Indonesian 
republic.” 

The British Fifth Indian Divi- 
sion, commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Eric Carden Mansergh, began 
landing today at Soerabaja, scene 
of bitter clashes between Indian 
troops and Indonesians seeking in- 
dependence from Dutch colonial 
rule. Mansergh’s is the second 
British division to land in Java. 


Natives Have Jap Arms. 


A British military intelligence 
report said an unidentified major 
gené@fal had appeared at Jogja- 
karta to “lead, discipline and re- 
oragnize Indonesian youths” esti- 
mated to number approximately 
100,000. The Indonesians Were said 
to possess captured Japanese 
arms and equipment, including 
machine gune, tanks, mortars and 
armored cars. 

Aerial reconnaissance disclosed 
Indonesian troops marching in 
the areas of Jogjakarta, Magelang 
and Soerakarta, three principal 
cities in central Java. Large num- 
bers of men were seen pouring 
into the area by motor transport 
and by train. 

Pilots said Indonesian raids had 
burned out half the town of Ke- 
borajan, south of Batavia. In this 
region Dutch troops have been 
holding out successfully against 
an estimated 30,000 Indonesians 
attacking in groups of a hundred 
or more,

King, who personally ex- 
pressed his opposition to the plan 
before the Senate Military Com- 
mittee on Oct. 23, said in his 
formal comment that “analysis of 
the report and of the transcripts 
of testimony of the various of- 
ficers interviewed reveals what I 
consider lack of objectivity.”

Liberated Countries Said 
to Have Produced Only 
Enough Food for 1200- 
Calorie Diet This Win- 


ter.

LONDON, Nov. 3. (AP)—Ninety 
million European allies in urban 
areas may be “near starvation” 
this winter, Dr. H. C. M. Case, an 
agricultural economics expert of 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Admunistration, said 

tonight. . 3 
Dr.: Case issued the statement 
after studying food production in 
Czechoslovakia, Greece, Italy, Den- 
mark, Holland, Belgium, Yugosla- 


via and Norway. 

Domestic food production will 
provide an average of only 1200 
calories daily this winter for about 
90,000,000 persons, he said. Nutri- 
tionists generally consider 2600 
calories as an acceptable minimum 
average. 

“If the amount consumed by 
people off farms is to be raised 
to even 2000 calories daily, the na- 
tions we have studied must import 
approximately 9,000,000 tons of 
food before the 1946 harvest,” he 
said. 

Dr. Case said UNRRA already 
had shipped more than 1,000,000 
tons of food into eastern and 
southern Europe, along with 2400 
milk cows to increase livestock 
production. UNRRA is scheduled 
to ship 5000 head of cows, horses 
and mules a month the rest of the 
fall and winter. 

Drouth last summer intensified 
food shortages, he said. Normal 
crops often were not planted at 
the proper season, and “seed had 
to be used at a time as food.” Fer- 
tilizers also have become scarce. 

One of Europe’s most vital needs 
is feed for livesteck. to produce 
essential animal fats and-~ pro- 
teins. 

“Dairy cows have been decreased 
by 25 per cent, hogs by 40 per 
cent, and poultry by much more,” 
he said. Meanwhile, the demand 
for grain for human consumption 
has reduced livestock feed. 

“As long as these feeds remain 
scarce, the yield of milk per cow 
will decline, and pigs and other 
meat animals will be slaughtered 
at light weights. This would be de- 
plorable because prolonged under- 
nourishment has left millions of 
Europeans in poor condition to 
face another winter on a diet short 
of proteins and fats.”

Lawrence didn’t get home in 
January either. When he did ar- 
rive in April, a year ago, the tree 
was still there. The Volos were 
going to take it down after Law- 
rence’s leave expired, but at his 
request they left it alone thinking 
that perhaps Louis might be home 
soon. 

But the months went by and 
last Christmas found Lawrence in 
the middle of a Japanese air raid 
on Saipan and Louis on the re- 
ceiving end of an enemy air at- 
tack in Leyte.

Further curtailment of Grey- 
hound bus service in and out of 
St. Louis was averted last night 


,| when plans for a strike of drivers 


on Southwestern Greyhound lines, 
scheduled to start at midnight, 
were canceled wvecause local un- 
ions were advised that such a 
strike would be wnauthorized. 

The 500 drivers on Southwestern 
lines, operating in Missouri and 
six southern and southwestern 
states, had planned to join the 
strike of 4000 Greyhound em- 
ployes that has halted service in 
19 states east of the Mississippi 
river. 

W. D. O'Kelly, of Springfield, 
Mo., business agent of Local 1313, 
AFL Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway & Motor Coach 
Employes, said he had notified 
union officers in St. Louis and 
other cities in this area the strike 
had been canceled on orders from 
the union’s national headquarters 
in Detroit. 

Wage Parley to Be Resumed. 

He said A. L. Spradling, acting 
president of the union, had or- 
dered the drivers to stay on the 
job until completion of wage ne- 
gotiations which are to be re- 
sumed Thursday in Fort Worth, 
Tex., company headquarters. 

Meanwhile, a major portion of 
St. Louis’ inter-city bus aervice 
continued on a “curbstone” basis 
after a picket line of drivers from 
two of the six strike-bound Grey- 
hound lines virtually closed down 
the Union Bus Terminal. Ten bus 
lines using the terminal were 
forced to load and discharge pas- 
sengers in the street. 

Thus far, the strike has tied up 
service from the New England 
states as far west as Chicago and 
St. Louis and as far south as 
Washington and Louisville. Grey» 
hound service to the north and 
east from St. Louis on the Illinois 
and Pennsylvania lines, the only 
two of the six strike-bound lines 
touching here, has been halted 
since the walkout began last 
Thursday. 

Spread of the strike to South- 
western would have halted service 
in Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, 
New Mexico, Colorado and part of 
Tennessee. Southwestern operates 
eight daily round trips out of St. 
Louis to Kansas City and six to 
points in Oklahoma and Texas. 

Two other Greyhound lines op- 
erating out of St. Louis—Dixie, 
to the south and southeast, and 
Capitol, to the east—continued to 
maintain schedules. Drivers on 
these lines, as well as Southwest- 
ern, and drivers for seven other 
bus companies using the Union 
Terminal here, refused to run their 
busses into the picketed terminal 
shed and used the sidewalk along 
Delmar boulevard as a loading 
platform.

ODDS AGAINST REDS 
IN ALL-OUT TEST 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 8 (AP) 
—Gen. Li Tsung-Jen, one of 
Chungking’s top commanders in 
north China, speaking of the 
fighting between his government 
and the Chinese communists, 
pointed out this week what every- 
one knows but often forgets: 

That the Communists are out- 
numbered, or will be when Ameri- 
can planeg ferry enough central 
government troops to the right 
places; that they are outgunned, 
because generally they have only 
what they have captured from 
the Japanese, and that they have 
no planes. 

Gen, Li’s calmness is borne out 
in private advice from Shanghai 
which discounts the talk of full- 
scale civil war. It agrees with 
Li’s prediction that there “may be 
a small war in China now,” but 
it seems to fall in with his belief 
that this “small war” can be lo- 
calized to a considerable extent 
which will not erase the possi- 
bility of a peaceful settlement 
when all the military chips are 
down. : | 

This “smal] war” is going on as 
Government troops are flown back 
into Communist-held areas. Chung- 
king is determined to keep on fly- 
ing them in, in American planes 
The Reds appear determined to re.

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RIOTING SUBSIDES 
IN CAIRO AFTER 
SECOND OUTBREAK 


New Disorders Quickly 
Suppressed—Quiet ' Re- 
ported in Other Cities 
in Egypt. :

CAIRO, Nov, 3 (AP) — Club- 
swinging police quickly suppressed 
a new outburst of anti-Zionist riot- 
ing today when rampaging mobs 
for the second day stoned business 
establishments and smashed shop 
windows in downtown Cairo. 

The riots, in which nine persons 
were killed and 520 injured in 
Cairo and Alexandria, were strong- 
ly denounced by Premier Nokrashi 
Pasha as inspired by “evil hands.” 
He promised that “justice will 
take its full course with the crim- 
inals,” 

Most of Cairo had returned to 
near-normal] this afternoon, 

The renewed demonstrations 
lasted less than an hour, but 
crowds surged through Soliman 
Pasha street, one of Cairo’s most 
fashionable shopping centers, 
smashing windows and stoning 
the Metro cinema, operated by 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. 

From Soliman Pasha street, the 
rioting spread to other main 
streets in the business district. 
Shopkeepers immediately started 
closing their establishments, low- 


ering metal drop doors or wooden 
shutters over the windows, 

In Cairo’s Malika Farida Square, 
the center of yesterday’s heaviest 
rioting, all Jewish shops remained 
closed. In Alexandria’s shopping 
center not one pane of glass re- 
mained intact. Communications 
were at a standstill. Cafes and 
cinemas remained closed. Many 
shops in the bazaar section of 
Cairo were badly shattered; but 
workmen already had begun re- 
pairs.

Zionism,” but no disturbances 
were reported, Students at Fuad 
University sent a note to the Brit- 
ish and American embassies pro- 
testing against the policies of the 
two countries on Palestine. 
Reports from Alexandria said 
three more persons had died after 
yesterday’s. rioting, bringing the 
total deaths there to nine. No 
deaths were reported in Cairo or 
Port Said, Zagazig and Mansura, 
which were said to be quiet today.

action might harm the Arab cause.

JEWISH COMMENT 
ON DISTURBANCES 


JERUSALEM, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
The clandestine Jewish radio sta- 
tion “Voice of Israel” said today 
that the anti-Zionist outbreaks in 
Egypt demonstrated the insecur- 
ity of Jews in neighboring Arab 
countries, and proved that Pales- 
tine should be made a sanctuary 
for them as well_as for European 
toe who survived Nazi persecu- 
tion. 

The announcer referred to yes- 
terday’s statement by British 
Colonial Secretary George Hall 
that “nothing could do a greater 
disservice” to the Jewish cause in 
Palestine than acts of sabotage 
at a time when the position of the 
Jews “commands much sympathy 
in many quarters.” 

Worldwide sympathy, the an- 
nouncer said, did not prevent the 
death of 6,000,000 European Jews 
during the war nor the issuance 
of the British White Paper in 1939, 
without which, he said, many 
could have been saved.

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OIL IN TIDELANDS 
VITAL FOR FUTURE 
GKES WARNS US. 


Says Anyone Jeopardiz- 


ing Reserve Contributes 
to Nation’s Suicide as 


a World Power. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3—Anyone 
who jeopardizes the development 
of the United States continental 
shelf as a great strategic reserve 


of oil is contributing “to the event- 
ual suicide of our nation as a 
world power,” Secretary of the In- 
terior Harold L. Ickes said today 
in a public statement touching on 
the hot tidelands oi] controversy. 

By executive proclamation Pres- 
ident Truman recently asserted 
Federal jurisdiction over the na- 
tion's continental shelf, extending 
as far as 100 miles seaward in 
some areas. Although the states 
generally have never before 
claimed state title to submerged 
lands beyond the historic three- 
mile limit, there is now a quiet 
move on the part of coastal states 
and the oil industry to assert state 
ot to much of the continental 
ahelf. 


Professor Says States Hold Title. 


The states’ claim to the margi- 
mal sea area, between low-tide and 
the three-mile limit, is currently in 
dispute before the Supreme Court. 
As has been told, quitclaim legis- 
lation sponsored by 46 state At- 
torneys General and by oil men 
has passed the House and is pend- 
ing in the Senate. It would for- 
ever renounce all federal rights 
to the tidelands between low and 
high tide and the marginal sea 
areas, and would thus nullify the 
Government’s test suit. 

Testifying recently before the 
Senate special committee on pe- 
troleum resources, Edwir  Bor- 
chard, professor of law at Yale 
University, asserted in his opinion 
it was clear the states owned title 
to the tideland and marginal sea,’ 
and that it followed logically that 
they also owned title to the vast 
continental shelf. He testified he 
was appearing for the oi] industry. 
It is Ickes’s position that the re- 
gources of the marginal sea and 
the balance of the _ continental 
shelf should be largely conserved 
in the interest of national security. 
Last Reserve May Be in Shelf. 
Continuance of the United States 
in its role as a world power may 
‘well depend on the creation of a 
great oil reserve from the re- 
sources of submerged lands of the 
continental shelf, Ickes said today. 
“History will record,” he went on, 
“that the assertion of the jurisdic- 
tion of this nation over the nat- 
wral resources of the shelf was one 
of the country’s great advances. 
“The continental shelf adjacent 
to the coasts of the United States 
and Alaska may well be the site 
of our last totally unexplored great 

domestic-source of petroleum. 

“Our greatness as a nation de- 
pends upon our industria] poten- 
tial. This is what enabled us to 
win the most terrible war in the 
history of the world. As every 
economist knows, a nation’s indus- 
trial capacity is based primarily 
wpon its supplies af coal, iron and 
oil. 

“Fastunately, nature provided 
@ur nation with huge quantities of 
eoal and jarge deposits or iron ore. 
Although the war cost us heavily 

our herttage of minerals, the 
nited States still has most of its 

e0al supplies intact, although some 

kinds of coal are running short. 

We still have a generous supply 

ef iron ores, although some of our 
est deposits will not last long 
the present rate of use con- 
ues, 

Petroleum Shortage Worst. 
“Of the three most important 
ineral contributors to our indus- 

trial greatness, and to the founda- 
fion of our position as a world 
wer, we are probably most lack- 

g in petroleum. 

“Additional discoveries of pe- 
troleum will be made in the conti- 

ental Wnited States. However, 
Tne rate of discovery is going 
down despite the intensive search 

r new sources of oil at home. 

ur proved reserves of petroleum 
are now about 14 times our annual 
@artime production. 

“There undoubtedly remain 
farge areas of the world which 
may eontribute to our norma! pe- 
troleum needs for a long time. 
We must and will turn to these 
foreign sources for more and 
moore of our oil needs. 

‘“Regardiess of how much oil 
remains untapped elsewhere in 
the world, the national interest of 
the United States requires that 
we should have available at home, 
within easy reach, a supply of oil 
sufficient to care for this nation’s 
needs in any future emergency. 

“It is my belief that the con- 
tinental shelf offers to the natio 
an opportunity to develop for it- 
self a great strategic reserve of 
oil.”

MHe- said he 
made the water found in con- 
taminated streams fit for drinking 
by mixing chlorine and a smal] 
amount of iodine with it, 


In a lighter vein, Sgt. Rogers 
recommended malaria as a reduc- 
ing measure. “While in the Phil- 
ippines, I had malaria four times, 
and lost 15 pounds each time,” he 
said,

TOKYO, Nov. 3 (AP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur moved today 
to avert a winter fuel famine in 
Japan by asking American com- 
manders in China, Korea and the 
Pacific islands to give priority to 
coal miners in the repatriation of 
Japanese military forces.

today... 

It noted that the rightist organ- 
izations had shown no pronounced 
strength and many virtually were 
one-man attempts at political in- 
fluence. But Kyodo warned that 
the future actiyities of the par- 
ties should be watched, 

Kyodo said two of the most 
widely known of these nationalist 
leaders were Yoshio Kodama, 
heading what is called the Japan 
National party, and Ryoichi Sasa- 
gawa, current member of the 
House of Representatives, named 
by the agency as backing the Na- 
tional Federation of Toilers. The 
latter recently proclaimed a “fin- 
ish fight” with Communists. 

Kodama was a wartime youth 
leader. -Kyodo said he also was 
purchasing agent for militarists 
who were stripping raw materials 
from conquered areas. 

Kodama served briefly as ad- 
viser to the Higashi-kuni cabinet. 
At that time, sources told the As- 
sociated Press “Kodama is known 
as a militarist backer and was 
appointed adviser in order to keep 
him quiet during the readjust- 
ment period.” 

Kyodo said that Maj. Gen. Keizo 
Kawamura, “who is known as one 
of the ace right hand men of 
(former Premier Hideki) Tojo,” is 
a leader of the so-called “New 
Japan party.” : 

Woman’s Party Formed, 

Politics was not confined to the 
male population. The new Japan 
Woman’s Alliance, an organiza- 
tion prompted by occupation-won 
women’s suffrage, held its first 
rally and elected a president, Fu- 
sayo Ichikawa. More than 200 dele- 
gates, said Kyodo, discussed suf- 
frage, women’s part in establish- 


ing permanent peace, and libera-. 


tion of women from feudalistic 
shackles, 

Prince Fumimaro Konoye, at 
present working on revision of 
Japan's constitution, was quoted 
today by Kyodo as gaying “the re- 
vision started from the suggestion 
by Gen. (Douglas) MacArthur but 
Gen. MacArthur didn’t order me 
personally to do so, nor was I 
given the task by him.” 

Konoye’s Status. 

Konoye recently “lost face” in 
Japan when a MacArthur spokes- 
man rebuked him by saying Ko- 
noye’s effort had “no sponsorship 
from Allied headquarters.” 

Headquarters, howéver, had 
made it clear the constitution 
should be revised in order to af- 
ford the Japanese full freedom of 
expression and self government. 

The newspaper Asahi said that 
when the cabinet meets Monday 
it will consider property tax and 
wartime profits tax bills affecting 
millions and calculated to raise 
heavy revenues.

Republican Complaint on 
Missing Pearl Harbor 
Records Said to Refer 
to ‘Winds’ Message.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
Intereste# persons said today that 
this week’s Pearl Harbor blow-up 
in the Senate was over an inter- 
cepted/ message said to have dis- 
closed Japan's intention to make 
war on the United States. 

®Benator Bewster (Rep.), Maine, 
set off Senate fireworks yesterday 
with a complaint that he had been 
blocked in efforts to determine 
whether certain documents useful 
in the Senate-House Pearl Harbor 
inquiry are missing from files, He 
said he had reliable information 
they are gone. 

Brewster did not say what the 
documents were, beyond telling a 
reporter that a telegram and some 
monitoring records were involved. 

Others who would not be identi- 
fied said today that Brewster and 
Republican colleagues have been 
led to believe that what has come 
to be known in Capitol corridors 
as the “winds” message can’t be 
found. 


Said to Have Been Signal. 

Several Senators who don’t want 
to be quoted by name have identi- 
fied this as a Japanese code mes- 
sage “East winds, raining.” These 
Senators say this was the signal 
to the Japanese armed forces that 
they were at war with the United 
States. 

The message according to these 
Senators’ information was inter- 
cepted by the Navy after it broke 
the Japanese code in November 
1941. It was said to have been 
referred to in testimony taken by 
a Naval inquiry board, which has 
only recently been turned over to 
the Senate-House committee. 

Brewster explained to the Sen- 
ate that he wanted to look at Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
and War Department files to see, 
first, if the documents he alluded 
to are missing and, second, to find 
out if they are disposed of in some 
routine manner or if their absence 
was unusual, 

Barkley’s Comment. 

Senate Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley, chairman of the _ inquiry 
group, replied that, as far as the 
committee knows, no records are 
missing. 

But Brewster today read to re- 
porters in his office a memoran- 
dum he said was furnished by 
William D. Mitchell, the commit- 
tee ‘counsel. 

The memorandum said a Naval 
captain — Brewster skipped the 
name in reading it aloud—had 
testified that monitoring logs of 
four Navy stations had been de- 
stroyed for various reasons. 

Brewster said he thought the 
destroyed records covered the pe- 
riod when the stations were lis- 
tening for the message he Said 
now is missing.

President Wilson’s Effort to Establish Com- 
mon Ground Between Workers and Em- 


ployers Broke Up 


Over the Question of 


Collective Bargaining.

RESIDENT TRUMAN'S postwar Labor-Management Conference 
which will convene in the Commerce Department building Mon- 
day has far greater chances of success than a similar conference 


called by President Wilson in 1919, which ended ignominiously when 
representatives of employers, employes and the public failed utterly 
to agree on a single major point on how to minimize industrial dis- 


putes or how to cHeck the rapidly 

The optimistic prospects for the 
coming sessions are the result of 
thoughtful planning by two com- 
mittees composed of labor, man- 
agement and government mem- 
bers who had the failure of the 
1919 conference constantly in 
mind. The conference agenda an- 
nounced last week eliminated two 
of the great difficulties which 
stumped the Wilsonian conferees. 
This agenda outlined an accept- 
able organization for the confer- 
ence and it recommended specif- 
ically the problems requiring im- 
mediate consideration. 


Wrangled Three Days. 


The 1919 conference wrangled 
for three days over organization 
and finally compromised on what 
many, including the late Dr. 
Charles W. Eliot of Harvard, 
thought was an unworkable setup. 
After the conference finally tried 
to get down to the pressing busi- 
ness at hand without any prede- 
termined topics for consideration, 
it broke up with bad feeling all 
around over the now comparative- 
ly minor item of the right of or- 
ganized labor to bargain collec- 
tively through representatives of 
its own choosing. The industrial- 
ists were adamant that the bar- 
gaining representatives be mem- 
bers of the group employed. This 
time, if there is a smashup, it will 
be on larger issues. There prob- 
ably will be agreement on many 
comparatively minor problems, 

Another reason a constructive 
agreement between employer and 
employe representatives may be 
worked out within the next few 
weeks is that the aim is not as 
grandiose as in 1919. The objec- 
tives for calling the conferences 
were almost identical -- in the 
words of President Wilson's invi- 
tation “to reach, if possible, some 
common ground of agreement and 
action with regard to the future 
conduct of industry.” 

In his opening address, the then 
Secretary of Labor, William B. 
Wilson, held out high aspirations 
and glory to the conference ypem- 
bers. 


No Agreement Reached. 


“If you,” he said, concluding his 
speech, “in the abundance of your 
combined wisdom and experience, 
can produce a document of this 
character (to find a formula to 
adjust employer-employe relations) 
the results of your work will find 
a place in the hearts of men like 
the Magna Charta, the Bill of 
Rights, the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the Constitution and the 
Emancipation Proclamation.” 

That, of course, was a large or- 
der. The only agreement reached 
was agreement that the two 
groups could not agree. One re- 
sult of the failure was that con- 
sumer prices continued skyrocket- 
ing. The rocket stick, which 
brought down with it wage rates, 
crashed in 1921 and 19272. 

This time there has been unani- 
mous agreement by representa- 
tives of management, labor and 
government on the agenda, but 
Presidents William Green of the 
AFL, Philip Murray of the CIO, 
Eric Johnston of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and Ira 
Mosher of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers pointed out 
im Mheir letter to President Tru- 
man that “no conference can pos- 
sibly completely clean the slate of 
all present and potential sources 
of friction in the highly compli- 
cated American economy.” 

These leaders merely hoped that 
Jabor and management could find 
a common ground in the interests 
of public good. If that could be 
done, they said, “this conference 
will place a significant milestone 
in the history of the American 
system of free, private enterprise.” 

There are several striking paral- 
lels and differences between this 
and the previous conference. In 


rising cost of living. 

the broad sense, the economic sit- 
uation of the country is the same. 
We have successfully ended a war 
and are reconvesting to a peace- 
time basis. As President Wilson 
told his conference, “The nervous 
tension of our people has not yet 
relaxed to normal.” 

In those days the country was 
in the midst of great steel and 
coal strikes; other strikes were 
breaking out over the country; 
most of the Army had been de- 
mobilized; there was a vast scar- 
city of consumer goods and the 
cost of living, then known as the 
High Cost of Living or H.C.L., was 
soaring. There was one issue not 
present today, profiteering by 
management, caused primarily by 
the lack of adequate price and 
wage controls and high taxes, as 
we know them.

The 
Labor delegation was headed by 
the late Samuel Gompers and in- 
cluded Daniel J. Tobin and Mat- 
thew Woll. The two last named 
will be AFT delegates next week. 

Franklin K, Lane, the Secretary 
of the Interior, was selected as 
permanent chairman. 

After the organizational wrang- 
ling had been compromised, the 
first complaint was that the rep- 
resentatives had had only 10 days’ 
or two weeks’ notice so nobody, 
except the AFL, had a compre- 
hensive plan. 

Baruch’s first proposal was for 
a strike and lockout truce so full 
production could be started at 
once. He advocated resumption 
of the status quo of normal pro- 
duction, with agitation and or- 
ganization by both sides to stop 
for three months. This did not 
get as far as a committee report. 


Gompers’ Proposal. 


Gompers, speaking for the la- 
bor group, proposed that the con- 
ference select a committee of six 
~—two representatives each from 
the management, labor and public 
groups—to settle the current steel 
strike, while the workers returned 
to work without prejudice, This 
was rejected by management. 

The big fight came over labor’s 
comprehensive program for im- 
proving industrial relations. This 
program has not only been gen- 
erally attained during the past 26 
years; it has been surpassed, The 
principal items were: 

The right of collective bargain-

into associations or groups to bar-

Poses Big Question for Congress; | 
Army and Navy « on n Opposite Sides | 


Secretary of War eacann 
Believes Single Command 
Essential to Nation’s Secur- 
ity; Secretary of Navy For- 
restal Fears “Government 
Colossus’”’ and Urges Whole 
Issue Be Studied by Com- 
mittee of Eminent Citizens.

The proposed consolidation of the Army, 
Navy and Air Forces into one department 
administered by a single cabinet officer has 
been thrown into sharp relief by a clash of 
opinions on the highest levels of administra- 
tive and military rank. The grand division 
has been entirely along service lines with 
the War Department and the top generals on 
one side, and the Navy Department, the Ma- 
rine Corps and the admirals on the other. 

Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson, 
who is leading the present drive for unifica- 
tion, stated the department’s general posi- 
tion on Oct. 17 when he made an appear- 
ance before the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. He told the committee that a uni- 
fied service, in his opinion, was essential to 
the future security of the American people. 
A few days later Secretary of the Navy 
James Forrestal appeared before the same 
committee and condemned the unification 
plan as one which would set up a ‘‘govern- 
ment c¢olossus’’ whose operation would 
weaken the civilian control over the military 
establishment. 

Forrestal advocated thorough reconsid- 
eration and investigation of the whole ques- 
tion by a committee of eminent citizens. 

Chief of Staff George C. Marshall support- 
ed the plea for unification of his civilian 
chief. Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower is on 
record in favor of a combined service even 
to the extent of merging the service schools 
at West Point and Annapolis. Gen, Doug- 
las MacArthur came out last week in favor 
of an amalgamated service with one uniform 
for everybody. A special committee of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff has also reported fa- 
vorably on unification with a naval member 
dissenting. 


High Admirals Support 

Position of the Secretary. 

The high admirals, on the other hand, are 
consistently supporting Secretary Forrestal. 
Fleet Adm. Ernest J. King entered a long 
list of objections to the proposal. Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz, reversing his stand of a 
year ago, now advocates a strong peacetime 
navy under a separate Navy Department. 
Adm, William F. Halsey takes the same line, 
Gen, Alexander A. Vandegrift, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps, believes unification 
would stultify enterprise in all services. 

And the Navy League of the United States, 
a civilian organization dedicated to the 
interests of the naval services, reinforced 
one of Forrestal’s main contentions by ask- 
ing that the proposed merger should be 
studied for a year before any legislative 
action was taken. 

Testimony before the Senate Committee, 
offered by Secretaries Patterson and Forres- 
tal together with their chief supporters, was 


concerned with specific legislation offered by. 


Senators Lister Hill of Alabama and Edwin 
C. Johnson of Colorado. Since then the 
War Department, through Lt. Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins, presented a detailed War De- 
partment plan with a description of the or- 
ganization that would be involved. 

Under this plan the combined Army, Navy 
and Air Forces would be under a single civil- 
ian ‘‘Secretary of the Armed Forces,” with 
a secretariat of civilian assistants, who 
would be advised by military chiefs of staff. 
The executive heads of each of the three 
branches would be professional service men. 
The plan also provides a civilian assistant 
secretary whose special duties would be to 
‘‘eo.ordinate the military program of scien- 
tific research’ with the activities of any na- 
tional civilian research set up later and with 
the great civilian laborateries of the coun- 
try. 


Each Branch Would Have 
Its Own Research Group. 


Each of the three armed forces, however, 
would have its own research group, Gen. 
Collins said, to work out its own special 
problems. It would be the function of the 
Assistant Secretary to co-ordinate these 
units with outside agencies to prevent 
“wasteful duplication.” 

Gen. Collins also took account of the 
‘militaristic’ implications which Secretary 
Forrestal and Admiral King saw in the uni- 
fication plan. It was expected, he said, that 
there would be a separate budget for each

It 
would be impossible, therefore, “for any 
willful secretary or chief of staff of the 
armed forces, if either should ever be so 
foolish as to pose as a ‘man on horseback,’ 
to transfer funds from one component to an- 
other without the express approval of con- 
gress.”’ 

In general the argument for unification 
made by Secretary Patterson and his sup- 
porters was based on the contention that the 
present system of divided command results 
in wasteful duplication of effort, inter-serv- 
ice friction, and a loss of efficiency, The 
Secretary denied that an over-all organiza- 
tion would be unwieldy. Proper delegation 
of authority, he said, would prevent that. 
He also scoffed at the threat of ‘‘militarism’”’ 
implied by Secretary Forrestal. Whatever 
the set-up, he said, civilian controls, rooted 
in our democratic way of life, would still 
prevail. 

The need for unification, he believed, 
had been amply demonstrated by the na- 
tion’s war experience, 

“The United States entered the war,” he 
said, ‘‘without adequate co-operation be- 
tween its two armed services, without plans 
for a unified command in the field and with 
its air power established as an auxiliary to 
the Army and Navy. } 

“The history of the early pre-war and 
war period is a story of attempts to over- 
those defects through makeshift ar- 
rangements, Within a month after the at- 
tack upon Pearl Harbor, the President 
moved .to establish the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, composed of the heads of the land, 
sea and air forces as an agency designed 
to exercise control over our military. efforts 
on the basis of mutual consent. On the 
industrial, technological and scientific side, 
a multitude of joint boards and committees 
were formed in attempts to bring co-ordina-

Politicians and the Atom 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When our scientists climaxed their en- 
deavors with new achievements in atom- 
jc energy, an even more momentous 
problem came up concerning the control 
of this development. This is the modern 
Hydra for a modern Hercules. The com- 
ing solution of this problem will reflect 
national and international attitudes, 

Decisions on the control of atomic en- 
ergy may determine the effectiveness of 
the United Nations Charter. Citizens 
realize that the inherent weakness of the 
League of Nations was its lack of au- 
‘thority or ability to act decisively. If 
an international organization cannot deal 
with atomic energy, then its authority is 
limited by the very importance of atomic 
energy. 

If the Charter is to be effective, atomic 
energy must be included withinwts juris- 
diction, Otherwise,the organization out- 
lined by the Charter would be impotent 
except as a source of high-sounding 
ideals for a future war. 

Our scientists were trusted to perfect 
the atomic bomb, but their findings are 
entrusted today to politicians, Our lead- 
ing scientists have insisted on an inter- 
national sharing, but the politicians are 
opposed. The public today is relying upon 
its leaders in Washington, but the op- 
posing opinions of scientists and legisla- 
tors lead to doubt and distrust when a 
unity of action is needed. If legislation 
is passed restricting ato information 
to our Government, it will aggravate an 
international distrust which may be ac- 
centuated by our own differing opin- 
ions. 

The family of nations is no longer an 
ideal of a visionary. Scientists are recog- 
nizing that races and nations must live 
together. No Prussian militarists would 
advocate an international sharing of 
atomic information if Germany possessed, 
it. The decisions that our scientists make 
can come only from a democratic so- 
ciety expressing confidence, not distrust, 

The United States has been the Mecca 
for those believing in this confidence 
and not the dissension of the Old World. 
‘Our great American experiment has 
proved that all peoples may live togeth- 
er with a mutual respect for the rights 
of others. 

\ Those politicians advocating a monop- 
oly of this information are opposed to 
the confidence of our American scientists 
who desire an international sharing. 
There are many who piously feel that 
our nation has the sole responsibility of 
the assurance of peace, But that re- 
sponsibility is the duty of each nation, 
and can only be achieved as such.

ha!) how to shoot a rifle... get used 
to hearing bullets flying over your head. 
.. « Oh, I could fill three pages on the 
genseless things that are going on.... 


“Everything we do is so unnecessary’ 


it’s driving us nuts. ... Some of the boys 
here have never been overseas, and they 
treat us all alike, like a bunch of cattle, 
constantly pushing us around... , . The 
morale down here is pathetically low.” 

After reading such a letter, I wonder 
what the Army is trying to accomplish 
with such treatment of men who risked 
their lives to win this war. Of course, I 
realize that it is not possible to dis- 
charge every one at the same time. But 
it is certainly senseless and definitely 
dangerous to subject nerve-shaken vet- 
erans to such treatment.

Tomorrow’s Conference 


The country looks hopefully to the labor-man- 
agement conference which opens tomorrow. 
There have been too many strikes—that is clear, 
What to do about them is not so clear. 

Certain points stand out as to this issue. We 
emphatically should NOT destroy the right to 
strike. That is sacred. We should not resort 
to compulsory arbitration, for the effect of mak- 
ing arbitration compulsory is to destroy honest 
and sincere collective bargaining and its spirit 
of give and take. 

Voluntary arbitration is fine.. Compulsory ar- 
bitration is unworkable and bad. What is more, 
it is opposed by both industry and labor. 

Relying on suits for damages against labor 
unions is hardly the way out. An employer whose 
employes have law suits hanging over their 
heads is not likely to be a happy or successful 
employer. 

Two evils, at least, stand out clearly. They 
are: (1) the jurisdictional strike and (2) the 
strike, authorized or unauthorized, which violates 
a contract. 

A jurisdictional strike is solely a quarrel be- 
tween different unions as to which is entitled 
to do a certain type of work. These strikes are 
common in the craft unionism of the AFL when, 
say, carpenters and machinists, each capable of 
doing a job, quarrel over whether it falls with- 
in one craft or the other. In jurisdictional strikes, 
which are purely inter-union battles, the em- 
ployer and the public are left holding the bag. 

‘The authorized strike is one that has the 
sanction of labor leaders; the unauthorized strike 
is one in which the rank and file walk out with- 
out such approval. In either case, when the ac- 
tion violates a contract observed in good faith by 
the employer, strikes are not justified. 

How can these types of walkout be prevented? 


It has been suggested that strikers and leaders | 


responsible for such strikes be deprived of their 
labor union rights under the Wagner Act, and 
others have suggested that they be denied social 
security benefits for a given period of, perhaps, 
one year. This approath might well be explored. 

In general, it would/seem that the principle of 
the Railway Lab t should be adopted as a 
civilized and thoroughly democratic method of 
discouraging and, we may hope, of preventing 
strikes. Under the Railway Labor Act, passed 
in 1926, no important strike has ever occurred. 

It provides for a long series of steps before a 
strike is permissible. First, in event of a dis- 
pute, a conference of both sides must be held 
within 10 days after receipt of a request for 
such action. Then a board of adjustment may be 
set up on a national, regional or system basis. 

If it fails to produce a solution,.the question 
goes to the Board of Mediation. If that is not 
successful, arbitration is provided for. Finally, if 
all else fails, the President appoints an emer- 
gency board to study the case. No strike may 
occur within 60 days after the board is ap- 
pointed. 7 

Both sides have said that they are entering the 
labor-management conference with open minds. 
That is exactly as it should be, The country 
needs to find a solution. 

Obviously, there are bad labor leaders and 
bad industrialists, but the 40,000,000 workers 
and their leaders and their employers are after 
all, let us not forget, free Americans. in the full 
sense that term implies. Surely they and their 
representatives in this conference and in their 
Government possess the wisdom to bring about 
peaceful settlement of at least most of their 
economic differences. 

In the interest of all concerned, labor must 
be prosperous. The country has come to real- 
ize that it is entitled, to a greater share of the 
wealth which it is instrumental in producing than 
it has enjoyed in the past. Rome, however, was 
not built in a day and there is undeniable danger 
in excessive demands by either side. When these 
demands take the form of shutdowns or strikes, 
the country is usually the loser. 

The American economic revolution of 1945 is 
upon us. In working it out, let ys try to sub- 
stitute for greed or jealousy or passion the

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After 7000 Years 


Archaeologists’ findings in Iraq, indicating 
that civilization began in 5000 B. C., were yes- 
terday’s news even when they happened. Today’s 
news is all about the birth of uncivilization.

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Tweet-T woot 

The Detroit citizens who got their City Coun- 
eil to instruct Patrolman Louis Schlosser to con- 
fine himself to one type of whistling were lucky 
Mr. Schlosser was not a more versatile whistler 
to begin with. They complained that every time 
they got used to his going tweet-twoot-twoot- 
tweet, he would go twoot-tweet-tweet-twoot. 

The patrolman, if he had been a student of 
verse forms and their rhyme schemes, could 
have played some fancy variations on the tweet- 
twoot theme. He could have started with coup- 
lets: Tweet-tweet, twoot-twoot.

twut, etc., etc., etc. 

No, sir,, Patrolman Schlosser’s hearers don’t 
know how lucky they were that he never hooked 
whistling up with poetry. He could really have 
gone to town, and they could really have fled 
to the country. 
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An Incomplete Job 

The debate over whether to indict the German 
General Staff as a body seems to have been 
largely a dispute over nomenclature. As ana- 
lyzed in two enlightening dispatches radioed 
from Nuernberg last week by Richard L. Stokes 
of the Post-Dispatch, it develops that what had 
been universally called the German. General 
Staff was in reality several loosely co-ordinated 
military planning bodies. 

The term “German General Staff” has been 
used by Allied commentators and publicists, 
Government officials, such top officers as Mont- 
gomery and Eisenhower, and by Justice Jackson. 
Mr, Stokes now has found that no such specific 
organization existed under Hitler. Instead, war 
was planned and carried out by five groups, 
which had the cream of the military profession- 
als among their personnel. They were the 
“Brain Trust” of the Wehrmacht, and the cor- 
respondent reports that some 7000 of these men 
remain at large, not even accused, although 


they “represent a dynamic peril to world peace.” — 


Obviously, whether these men owed allegiance 
to something called the Wehrmacht Supreme 
Command or an agency known by any other 
name, the case for their indictment remains 
as strong as when the term “General Staff” was 
used. Justice Jackson did not move for their 
indictment en masse, but he did succeed in get- 
ting agreement on charges against men holding 
the top military posts, some 164 in all. For 
such a gigantic war machine as the Germans had 
in their prime, a list of 164 obviously does not 
cover all those responsible for its development 
and use in violating the laws of nations and of 
humanity. 

Mr. Stokes points out that all the members 
of the five groups may not be guilty of specific 
war crimes, though they have a high degree of 
military know-how that makes them potentially 
dangerous. The international tribunal will try 
only war criminals; it has no power to penalize 
persons merely because they may be dangerous 
in the future. The situation suggests that, in 
connection with the long-term job of controlling 
Germany, special surveillance over these pos- 
sible Rundstedts and Keitels will be in order. 

Certainly there should be many more indict- 
ments of German warmakers before the Allied 
world can feel secure about the future. Mr. 
Stokes reports that “whether advisable or not, 
it is certain it would be thoroughly practicable 
to place any or all of these entities under mass 
charges.” The five groups were definite war 
agencies; there was nothing “nebulous” about 
them. In the doing of justice for history’s great- 
est crime, the job cannot be considered anything 
like complete while only 164 of the militarists 
stand indicted. 
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Mr. Truman says he has been too busy to 
think about a second term. By sheer coinci- 
dence, we have just enough time on hand to 
doubt it. 
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Left, Right 


The political labels “right” and “left” puzzle 
a reader of the Post-Dispatch, who wants to 
know what they mean. The terms originated 
long ago in European parliaments. Representa- 
tives of the privileged classes sat on the presid- 
ing officer’s right, champions of the upcoming 
masses on his left. Moderates, middle-of-the- 
roaders, sat in the middle, giving rise to the com- 
panion term “center,” which is also still used. 

Today, Right and Left are a dispassionate way 
of distinguishing between conservatives, the pre- 
servers of the past and present, and radical re- 
formers, who think large changes should be made 
as quickly as possible. A Leftist is what a con- 
servative with high blood pressure calls a Bolshe- 
vik, and a Rightist is what butterfly-nerved radi- 
cals call a Fascist. | 

The Left is where, if too many lean too far, 
we get anarchy. Lean too far to the Right, and 
we get so hard a freezing of the status quo that 
many people would welcome anarchy for sheer 
novelty, let alone relief. 

Democrats are our big Left party, but they in- 
clude Senators McKellar and Pass-the-Biscuits- 
Pappy O’Daniel and Congressman Rankin. Re- 
publicans are of the Right, but they produced 
Abraham Lincoln, Theodore Roosevelt and 
George W. Norris. 

Presidents Harding, Coolidge and Hoover were 
decided Rightists, though history may well call 
them Wrongists. Franklin Roosevelt placed him- 
self ‘“‘a little left of center,” which is leagues to 
the right of where rabid Rightists swore he was 
all the time. Today, every Rightist or Leftist 
worth the name spends his leisure hours wonder- 
ing which way President Truman’s fancy leans. 

The oddest circumstance is that silent Right- 
ists cannot be told from silent Leftists. Silence, 
however, is a rare shortcoming on both sides. 
And when a reasonably pure specimen of either 
opens his mouth, he again resembles his opposite 
by proceeding to put his foot in it. 


Is This 1893 or 1945?

Will Congress Get’ Up to Date? 


The Mirror

Outmoded legislative machinery is one reason Truman's recon- 
version program is failing, magazine says; proposals for consolida- 
tion of committees, revised rules and improved congressional 
i staffs are reviewed; urges pressure by public to produce reform. 


From the New Republic 


One ofthe many reasons why President 
Truman’s reconversion program is failing 
is the decrepit state of our governmental 
machinery. Congress is operating under a 
system which remains practically un- 
changed from 1893. 


Roosevelt had but recently been given 
power to reorganize the executive branch 
when the war made orderly changes im- 
possible. Today both branches are un- 
wieldy instruments at best and badly in 
need of modernization, but Congress is pre- 
paring to recess shortly without doing any- 
thing to improve either. 


Congress itself is even more urgently in 
need of reorganization than the executive 
branch. Mr. Truman is perhaps more 
aware of that than anyone else in the 
country. He remembers his frustrations 
as a Senator, and he knows that it is 
mainly the combination of. seniority, rules 
procedure and the committee system that 
has licked his leadership since he has been 
President. 


Faulty Systems, Archaic Devices 


The poll-tax system has put reactionary 
Southerners in Congress, and the seniority 
system has insured them top spots on the 
key committees. Outworn devices like the 
filibuster, committee packing, legislative 
riders, plus manipulation of the all-power- 
ful Rules Committee, have proved highly 
effective. 


Months before Truman took office, Con- 
gress finally established the Joint Commit- 
tee on the Organization of Congress to plan 
the long-needed house-cleaning. But with 
customary caution, it barred the committee 
from looking into rules or parliamentary 
procedures. That meant that abuses aris- 
ing from filibusters, Rules Committee prac- 
tices or the attaching of trick riders to 
routine bills were to be above investigation 
or recommendation, 


Now, after months of hearings under 
these limitations, the joint committee is 
preparing to make its report to the whole 
Congress. In all likelihood, it will include 
most of these proposals: 


Consolidation of committees, in the Sen- . 


ate from 33 to 12 or 13; in the House from 
48 to 14 or 15, with adequate qualified 
staffs. 

Abolition of the seniority rule for select- 
ing committee chairmen. Seniority is not 
a compulsory rule. Six-year rotating chair- 
manships would be a good way to award 
ability and provide opportunity for younger 
members. 


Higher salaries, expense allowances and 
assistance for the individual Congressman, 


_ Retirement plans and salary raises to $15,- 


000-$25,000 are being urged by many polit- 
ical science experts. More and better staff 
assistance in congressional offices, commit- 
tees and in the Library of Congress is obvi- 
ously necessary, plus provision of an allow- 
ance for a home district office to ensure 
closer contact with constituents. 


Closer Contact Is Needed 


Closer contact between Congress and the 
executive agencies. Mr. Byrnes has sug- 
gested a “congressional cabinet,” formed 
from the congressional policy committees 
of the two parties, to meet regularly with 
the President on legislative plans. Most 
executive agencies also feel the need for 
more liaison men to maintain contact be- 
tween them and the Hill. 


Under a modernized committee system, 
Mr. Truman's reconversion program might 
have met a better fate. Filibuster and 
rules procedure today block consideration 
of poll-tax repeal and the FEPC. The 
seniority of Committee Chairmen Dough- 
ton, Manasco and George freezes full-em- 
ployment and unemployment-compensation 
legislation. 


The whole system produces the ludicrous 
case of Senator Clyde Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
who finds himself chairman and only mem- 
ber of a standing committee on enrolled 
bills which has not met in seven years, and 
who, when asked what his committee is 
supposed to do, responded, “Doggone if I 
know.” 


The Problem of Pie 


If these basic reforms should be put into 
effect, many a public servant would be de- 
prived of a big slice of his annual pie. To 
carry out Senator La Follette’s committee- 
consolidation proposal, for example, would 
mean merging nine committee chairm&n- 
ships into one major Senate committee on 
interior, natural resources and public 
works, = 

The eight’ good Democrats who would 
thus lose their jobs as committee bosses 
would have to be at least minor statesmen 
to rejoice in their own demotion. ~—Tft is 
highly dubious that any such feeling exists 
in Congress today. And the odds are 
against passage of any congressional re- 
organization bill that will strike at the 
roots of the trouble unless strong public 
pressure is brought to bear.

away, Alan Jackson.” A few seconds in- 
tervened, Then the voice of Jackson, poor 
chap, was heard announcing: 

“And that's the top news from Japan.” 
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A Clean Sweep in Japan 
Urged for Lasting Peace

Our State Department's present policy in 


‘Japan cannot fail to involve us in another 


war eventually. Salvaging the supposedly 
more respectable members of the Zaibatsu, 
the big business families which backed the 
Japanese militarists in order to profit from 
the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere 
they tried to create, is a sure way to cause 
the 70,000,000 vigorous, resourceful, prolific 
Japanese to be led, in time, into an early 
war of vengeance, preparation for which 
will begin as soon as our backs are turned. 

Unless Japan is allowed or even encour- 
aged to undergo a popular revolution so 
that power is removed from the hands of 
this war-profiteering oligarchy, a close, 
continuous surveillance of every building 
in the country will be necessary. Such a 
policy obviously is not planned. “Bring the 
boys home faster” is the cry, and it is 
being heeded. The boys will come home 
soon, but their sons will go: out, and many 
of them, once more, wilNhnot come home.

These are the warning conclusions any 
student of Japan reaches, whether he de- 
rives his background from undertones of 
misgivings in Lafcadio Hearn's “Letters 
From Japan”; from Joseph Grew’'s ineffec- 
tual apologies in “Ten Years in Japan” for 
such men as his fellow Harvardian, the 
Japanese steel] magnate Ryozo Asano; from 
Russell Brines’s excellent reporting in 
“. , . Until They Eat Stones,” or from 
John M. Maki’s recent penetrating analysis 
in “Japanese Militarism: Its Cause and 
Cure.” Now this objective, mild-mannered 
discussion of Japan’s future by William 
Johnstone, Dean of the School of Govern- 
ment at George Washington University, 
adds powerfully to the general impression. 

His book carries conviction because he 
expresses as cogently as possible all objec- 
tions and alternatives before suggesting 
his own plans. Unlike Maki, who thinks 
the Japanese Emperor can best serve his 
people as a puppet manipulated by the oc- 
cupation government, Johnstone argues 
that our use of the Emperor strengthens a 
reactionary institution subversive of all the 
principles for which the war was fought. 
He agrees with Maki, on the other hand, 
on the need for, but the great difficulty of 
obtaining, a true revolt of the common 
man led by the liberal and the intellectual 
of modest means who stand to gain from 
democratization of Japan. 

- * * 

Specifically, Johnstone calls for “agree- 
ment among the United Nations on which 
leaders and groups to support, and what 
steps, possibly including force, necessary to 
effective support of a liberal revolution.” 
Only thus, he contends, can Japan be made 
into a potential keeper of the peace. 

Though couched in restrained, academic 
language, the book, one hopes, will receive 
a wide reading. “

IX months of peace have left uneasy people still struggling with 
the woes of economic chaos, social unrest and political upheavals 
which have slowed down return of stabiilty, delayed reconstruc- 


tion and retarded realization of the four freedoms, 

From the capitals of a Europe seared by the passions of six 
yeurs’ oppression and scarred by the passage of war, Associated Press 
correspondents have pieced together an overall picture of the progress 
—and the lack of it—toward full bellies and happy minds. 

What achievements have been realized in rebuilding bleak and 
bomb-cratered cities? What has been done to settle the provocative 
problems of boundary disputes? How fared the press newly up from 


the underground? 


The answers added up to an 
account of widespread suffering 
with little hope of wholesale re- 
lief before Winter's end. There 
were bright spots such as in 
Telgium where liberation brought 
speedy application of reconstruc- 
tion plans. 

But there also were black areas 
where the menace of starvation 
remained a day-to-day reality, 
where freedom from want and 
freedom of expression were the 
prerogatives of new-born govern- 
ments grappling with the task of 
consolidating their authority. And 
there were blank spots such as 
those in the Balkans — screened 
off by restrictive censorship and 
barr.ers against “outside” news- 


papermen. 

Associated Pres’ correspond- 
ents, many of whom traveled 
across the continent with the ad- 
vancing armies from D-day to 
V-day, reached these general con- 
. clusions in their survey: 

1. Living Conditions—Much im- 
proved over a year ago in western 
Europe, althcugh the people will 
be cold through lack of futf and 
many commodities will remain on 
ration; marginal at best in cen- 
tral Europe, dangerous in parts 
of Italy, the Balkans, Germany, 
Austria, Finland and Poland; sub- 
stantially better in Russia. 


®. Economic Recovery — -This 
has been handicapped by a lack 
of transportation, materials and 
manpower. But several of the 
western Allied powers, with an 
eye to next year, have concluded 
new trade agreements. In Russia, 
reconversion was started even be- 
.fore the war ended. In the former 
Axis countries little prograss has 
been made with the future de- 
pendent on the extent to which 
industrial reparations are ex- 
acted and the amount and type 
of manufacturing permitted — a 
still unsettled policy. 
 §. Reconstruction and Rehabili- 
tation—This is perhaps best meas- 
ed by the fact that even in 
Britain, never invaded, little has 
been done beyond superficial re- 
pairs of rooftops and removal of 
brick walls protecting windows 
from bomb blasts. On the Conti- 
nent, whole cities remain clogged 
with rubble and paralyzed by lack 
of utilities, with estimates of the 
time necessary for their restora- 
tion ranging up to to more than 
two decades, 

4. Social Progress — Sweeping 
programs of so-called ‘land re- 
forms” have been instituted where 
Russian influence is powerful — 
the Balkans, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia, and the Soviet zone of 
occupation in Germany. It is still 
too early to measure accurately 
the effect of land redistribution 
in improving the long-range lot of 
the peasant class. In western 
Europe, the lamps of education 
are burning again, dimly as yet 
for it has been a hard task to 
find teachers and books free from 
Nazi influence after five years of 
occupation. 

5. Population Resettlement — 
Millions of Europeans are still 
marching. Thousands on thous- 
ands are attempting to get home 
from concentration camps and 
slave labor centers. Millions more 
are being forced to move On as 
Czechoslovakia purges itself of 
its prewar German minority and 
as Poland takes over a big chunk 
of Germany. 

6. Boundary Disputes — Grave 
concern is being voiced through- 
out Europe over postponement of 
the job of remaking the map of 
the continent. Correspondents in 
six capitals listed quick settle- 
ment of the problem 4s essential 
to help eliminate national suspi- 
cions and political intrigue and 
to get the Continent on a good- 
neighbor basis. 

7. Freedom of Information — 
Here, at least, lip service has been 
paid by the vast majority of 
European statesmen to the prin- 
ciple of international freedom of 
the press. But, outside of western 
Europe, that concept has still 
failed to realize it ideal. And in 
some western countries there re 
main hidden checks against a free 
press. Some countries use govern- 
ment allocation of short supplies 
of newsprint as a potential power- 
ful weapon with which to penalize 
the opposition press. 

This was the general picture 
of six "onths after peace. The 
reports from the capitals were 
more specific on the various ac- 
complishments and difficulties of 
the various countries. 

Here are some of the high- 
lights: 

Austria — The clock on the 
graceful spire of Vienna's Rath- 
aus ticks off the hours for all 
the Viennese to see, but the 
steady sweep of its gilded hands 
are one the few signs of a return 
to normalcy in Austria's dispirit- 
ed capital. 

Window. of thousands of heat- 
less dwellings still yawn uncov- 
ered. Huge piles of debris still 
littre streets. Industrial repara- 
tions for Russia, lack of material 
and credit, and big-power dis- 
agreement over trade pacts have 
left Austrian manufacturing 
plants idle. 

Austria has asked the Allied 
Control Commission for $45,000,- 


What were the people doing and saying? 


000 worth of glass, rubber, tex- 
tiles, cars, trucks and bicycles to 
help relieve the situation—offer- 
ing oil, iron, lumber and magne- 
site in return. Medical authori- 
ties estimate the death rate, cur- 
rently about 5,000 monthly, may 
double, and have expressed the 
fear that epidemics may sweep 
Vienna thig winter. 


Belgium — Well-stocked store 
windows and well-fed people tes- 
tify to the strides this little coun- 
try has made toward return to 
normalcy. Belgium asserts it re- 
stored its transportation system 
faster than any ote country that 
suffered Nazi rul The govern- 
ment has claimed that it has won 
the “battle for coal” with a daily 
output of 65,000 tons. 


Britain— The present govern- 
ment appeared caught—at least 
temporarily — between the de- 
mands for elimination of wartime 
sacrifices and the necessity for 
staking the country’s credit and 
long-time empire preference in 
trade policy to regain export busi- 
ness and improve domestic living 
conditions. Housing, demobiliza- 
tion, reconversion and prevention 
of unemployment make the deci- 
sion doubly difficult. 


Czechoslovakia —Achievements: 
Substantial revival of democra- 
tized industry, progress toward 
liquidating dictatorial, transitional 
government powers, movement 
toward re-establishment of demo- 
cratic stabilization of currency, 
expulsion of German minorities, 
acquisition of raw materials over 
a crippled transportation system. 


Denmark—Two hundred thovu- 
sand German refugees have posed 
a big problem for Denmark apart 
from that of dealing with hun- 
dreds of political criminals and 
profiteers. Economically the coun- 
try’s conditions have improved 
considerably, with coal the biggest 
immediate need. The textile in- 
dustry. has resumed production 
with some imported wool and cot- 
ton. Building remains at a stand- 
still, Rut a state housing com- 
mittee“ has been named to con- 
struct 150,000 apartments within 
five years, 


France — Sheer elemental cold 
and hunger finally may break the 
five-year anaesthesia of defeat 
and occupation which all prodding 
of the government has failed to 
dispel. Official surveys of food, 
fuel, housing, industria) and trade 
prospects show some improvement 
over last winter “but it is barely 
perceptible to the average French 
worker or housewife. The housing 
situation is acute with no general 
construction scheduled until 1948. 
Industrial reconversion barely is 
under way. 


Finland—Peace has brought lit- 
tle change to Finland, a country 
struggling to meet Russian repa- 
rations while suffering from crit- 
ical inflation and shortages of 
fuel, clothing and homes. The 
Communist party now holds 25 per 
cent of parliament’s seats and sev- 
eral key government posts. There 
have been few signs of fascism, 
but the government was forced 
last summer to break up a ring of 
former officers who attempted to 
build up a supply of hidden arms 
and ammunition. 


Germany—Germany’s' immediate 
goal is subsistence. Its people are 
going through political, economic 
and spiritual purgatory. Their ef- 
forts are being bent toward fend- 
ing off the winter's hazards. Unti} 
the country’s future—immediate 
and long-range—has been decided 
by the Allied powers, any effort to 
measure Germany’s place in the 
Europe of tmorrow would be only 
guesswork. 


Definite steps, however, have 
been taken toward social and po- 
litical reconstruction with 85,000 
Nazis under arrest in the Amert- 
can zone alone. 

Rebuilding has not yet passed 
the stage of clearing away rubble. 
Authorities fear winter will bring 
considerable unre because of 
lack of fuel, food afid housing. Re- 
vival of industry has been ham- 
pered by lack of coal, young man- 
power and transportation. It is 
estimated that it will be at least 
six years before exports can be 
increased to balance essential im- 
ports. 

Italy—Uncertainty over the fu- 
ture has delayed indefinitely an 
all-out start by Italians toward re- 
covery from a war in which it was 
a partner with both victors and 
vanquished. Two years after the 
armistice, Italy’s hopes for clarifi- 
cation of its status were dashed 
by the recent collapse of the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers in Lon- 
don, Now there has arisen an in- 
ternal tug-o-war between political 
factions impatient at delay in solv- 
ing the problems of serious hun- 
ger and abject poverty. 

The Netherlands — The Dutch 
have solved their serious food 
problems and made good progress 
toward restoration of normal econ- 
omy despite damage caused by in- 
undation of the lowlands. The big 
problem at the moment is that of 
the future of the _ trouble-torn 
Dutch East Indies, for there are 
very few families who do not have 
some tie, financial or family, with 
the rich colony. But life for the 
average Dutchman is one of little 
variety, little comfort. If he trav- 
els, he goes usually by freight or 
cattle car. He lacks clothes and

and I were taken to a cabin| 


on the boat deck of the Jap 


ship which lay at Manila that) | 


August 11, 1942, and were told 
that we must not leave the room 
during the trip. But it was a 
comfortable place and for a time 
I believe that the Jap general 
might well be telling me the truth 
when he intimated that happier 
days lay ahead of us. 


I soon found out, however, that 
King and I were the only Ameri- 
cans on the ship who were be- 
ing treated as something more 
than cattle. All others were 
jammed in the hold in scandalous 
style. 

They slept on two long wooden 
shelves extending six feet out 
from the walls and arranged one 
over the other, Each man was 
granted 2% feet of space on the 
shelves, with no bed-clothing and 
the most primitive toilet arrange- 
ments. 

The ship lay all that night be- 
side Pier 7, then pulled out and 
anchored just outside the break- 
water, where she waited until 3 
p.m. before moving again. It 
was obvious that the Jap skipper 
wa. afraid to get under way much 
before dark because of American 
submarines operating off the Phil- 
ippines, 

When we did begin to move I 
had visions of seeing Corregidor 
again, for we were to pass The 
Rock. I wanted to see what the 
Japs had done to it since I was 
led away from it three months 
before. But as we came within 
range of The Rock a Jap guard 
came into our stateroom and made 
us close and black out. the port- 
hole. 

When I first heard about condi- 
tion: below decks I made an ef- 
fort to get down there to see my 
men, but I was stopped and told 
to go back to the cabin. Johnny 
Pugh, Tom Dooley and Sgt. Car- 
roll all managed to get up to our 
space for short periods, to fill 
me in on what was happening. 

On Aug. 14, 1942, at the end of 
a two-day voyage, we arrived out- 
side the breakwater of the almost 
completely land-locked harbor at 
Takao, on the west coast of For- 
mosa. The hills along the shore- 
line had been cut through by a 
canal and apparently what was 
now the harbor had been low- 
lying ground or a swamp area 
which had been dredged. There 
were no docks in the harbor, 
which was, indeed, a striking one. 

Our ship came in through the 
canal and anchored just off the 
stern of the old President Harri- 
son, of the President Lines. The 
Japs had seized this fine Ameri- 
can liner in the early days of the 
war after it went aground, while 
trying to escape, on one of the 
small islands below Formosa. 

We stayed aboard our ship until 
afternoon, when we were all lined 
up and submitted to a distressing 
physical examination to guard 
against our carrying any com- 
municable diseases into their fair 
land. Much of the examination 
centered about the rectum. 

But it was done at last, and we 
were put in small boats and trans- 
ferred to a small coastwise steam- 
er anchored nearby. 

My cabin-traveling ended there, 
and so did King’s. We were 
herded below decks into the for- 
ward hold with 30 others. The 
150 others in our party were sim- 
ilarly jammed into another hold. 
The hatches were immediately bat- 
tened down and the temperature 
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in the holds rose to far over 100 
degrees, At dusk we were ordered 
to close the portholes and draw 
the blackout curtains, which made 
our black holes that much more 
suffocating. 

Our hold was alive with bed- 
bugs. There seemed to be mil- 
lions of them crawling over us the 
rest of that miserable night, and 
there was so little air in the place 
that many of us feared death by 
suffocation. It was 8 o’clock the 
next morning before we were per- 
mitted to open the portholes to 
suck in some air and to gain 
enough light to see and pick the 
vermin from our bodies. 

The next morning I was led out 
on the ship’s deck and, over my 
protests, made to pose for a Jap 
artist. He was doing a painting 
of my surrender to Homma. It 
was to go to the Imperial Palace 
in Tokyo when completed. It was 
an ambitious affair, for at Manila 
I had been forced to seat myself 
at a table—formerly the univer- 
sity club’s main dining table—and 
arrange Beebe, Pugh, Dooley and 
Carroll about me, as we had been 
on the day we met Homma, Many 
photographs of us had been taken 
that day at Manila, to help the 
artist now making sketches of my 
face. He was pretty overwhelmed 
by the fact that the painting, 
when finished, would be presented 
to Hirohito. I remember saying 
to myself, as I sat there posing on 
the little steamer going to Ka- 
renko, “Douglas will get that 
painting one of these fine days.” 

We reached Karenko at noon, 
and the remaining hope the Jap 
general had given me just about 
dissolved when I looked at the 
hot, barren and dirty little harbor. 

We waited two steaming hours 
before being allowed to leave that 
evil little steamer, then were 
roughly ordered off the _ boat, 
checked and counted. 

We picked up our luggage, were 
formed into a column and marched 
through the city. It was a depress- 
ing experience. The streets were 
liged with thousands of silent 
Japs and Chinese, staring at us 
as if we were freaks, 

A. 3 p.m. we arrived at our new 
prison camp, “beautiful” Karenko. 
It was a large square of about 150 
yards formed by barbed wire. 
Within the boundaries were about 
a dozen. buildings, the largest of 
which was a two-story barracks, 
probably built originally for a 
battalion of Jap troops. It was a 
rather good-looking building with 
a coating of gray cement and a 
black tile roof, as is the custom in 
Formosa, 

Behind it lay the toilets. On 
the barracks’ back porch were 
troughs and water spigots for 
washing. In front of the barracks 
lay a grassy parade ground, and 
across it, about 100 yards from the 
barracks, were kitchens and a bath- 


house which consisted of a tank 
about 12 feet in diameter and 
waist-deep. Steps led up a small 
rise at the rear of the parade 
grounds to two administration 
buildings, 


We walked into the prison in- 
closure gingerly, waiting for some 
sign to show us how good or bad 
it was going to, be. We did not 
have to wait long. 


They lined us up in front of the 
barracks and someone shouted at 
us to surrender all of our hand 
luggage. When the soldier came 
to me, I tried to keep my toilet 
articles, but he pulled them away. 


I looked around with a sinking 
sensation. This was definitely go- 
ing to be worse. A Jap officer 
strode up to one of my men, 
ripped open his luggage and, with 
a look of triumph, extracted a roll 
of toilet paper. He had the man- 
ner of a man who has discovered 
secret papers. 


Slowly he began to unwrap the 
roll, peering first at one side of 
each sheet and then at the other. 
He continued to unroll the paper, 
holding it up to the light occa- 
sionally, until yards and yards of 
it were scattered around his feet. 
Then, in disgust, he threw the rest 
of it away and walked to the next 
officer. 

Eventually he unearthed a first- 
aid packet. ~The packet was of 
the type which must be kept her- 
metically sealed to protect its 
contents. The officer looked it 
over carefully and then insisted 
by gestures that it be opened. 

The American explained through 
an interpreter that the package 
had been sealed at the factory, 
contained nothing of a military 
nature and would be ruined if 
opened. We had so few medical 
supplies, and so little hope of get- 
ting any from the Japs, that the 
little packet was an _ important 
part of our equipment. 

But the box had to be opened. 
When the Jap saw its contents he 
threw the precious stuff away. 

When every item of baggage 
had been taken away from us we 
were moved out to the center of 
the parade grounds. There we 
were forced to strip down to our 
shorts, if we had shorts. We stood 
there like human scarecrows while 
Jap inspectors slowly went 
through each bundle of clothing, 
searching pockets, seams and lin- 
ings. 

In time, our clothes were given 
back to us, but our shoes were 
kept. We were given wooden Jap 
clogs, none of them a proper fit, 
and told to put them on. We put 
on our clothes and hobbled and 
clacked back to the. barracks. 
When some of us started inside, 
upon orders, we were stopped 
angrily and told that we must not 
wear the clogs indoors. 


The Karenko barracks’ lower 


floor consisted of two big squad 
rooms and a number of smaller 
rooms apparently designed orig- 
inally as offices and storerooms. 
The upper floor held six squad 
rooms. Jap bunks, too short for 
any American of average height, 
were placed side by side along the 
walls of most of the _ upstairs 
rooms. They were made of metal 
slats, criss-crossed, which were 
covered with a short, hard mat- 
tress of rice straw. The pillows 
were 12-inch by 6-inch sacks of 
rice, 

Upon our arrival inside the bar- 
racks we were divided into squads 
and each squad was given a cer- 
tain area of the floor space up- 
stairs and down, All general offi- 
cers were assigned to the first 
squad of 21 on the first floor at 
the end nearest the guardhouse. 
Gen. King and I were given a 
small room at the end .of the 
building and the rest of our group 
were put into two small adjacent 
squad rooms. 

The first duty of each squad 
was to organize several members 
to go to the kitchen, about 100 
yards away, and bring back our 
dinner. While my group was gone 
I discovered, as did the others, 
that we would be required to eat 
with chopsticks out of Jap army 
mess bowls. Our own mess kits, 
knives, forks and spoons would 
not be returned until our baggage 
had been more thoroughly in- 
spected. 

The mess bowls were mainly of 
white china, marked with the blue 
stars that are standard on all Jap 
army equipment. There were four 
bowls for each man—the largest 
being a soup bowl, a slightly 
smaller and flatter one (rarely 
used) called a vegetable bowl, a 
still smaller one for rice and a 
very small one for tea. 

Our carriers returned about 7 
p.m. with a bucket of rice and a 
bucket of watery vegetable soup 
and, famished as we were, we set 
to work on the rice with our chop- 
sticks. I was bad at this and 
never got much better. 

An hour later we were ordered 
out for roll call—a routine which 
was to continue through the rest 
of my captivity—and when we 
were all accounted for we were 
given two heavy blankets and two 
light ones and told to go to bed 
For many it meant climbing in 
over the bottom of the hard 
bunks, for there was no other way 
to approach them. 

We lay there in the dark, silent 
with our thoughts, all of us filled 
with the knowledge that what we 
had considered hard treatment in 
the past would be almost kind, 
compared to what was in store 
for us.

Poland—Twice in the European 
battlefield within six years and 
twice torn asunder in territorial 
split-ups by big powers, Poland 
is struggling to rebuild what war 
destroyed, get back on its feet eco- 
nomically- and re-establish itself 
as a free and independent nation. 
Poland finds itself handicapped in 
coping with these gigantic tasks 
by a marked lack of confidence in 
its governmental leaders by mil- 
lions of its people. 

Freedom of speech and press is 
but a phrase. No Pole can speak 
to an American or other foreigner 
without later being questioned by 
Russian-trained agents. Every 
newspaper is censored, Part of Po- 
lish public opinion is on this line: 
“We wish somebody would make 
the Russians gets out of our coun- 
try and let us alone. Then we 
would settle things so we would 
have freedom.” Poland’s indus- 
trial progress, however, has been 
good, 

Sweden — Trade pacts with Ar- 
gentina, Britain, France, Belgium, 
Holland and Poland have been 
concluded by Sweden since the 
war’s end, From Poland, for ex- 
ample, it hopes to get 6,000,000 
tons of coal and coke by the end 
of 1946 to feed its pulp paper ma- 
chinery industries. There have 
been few outward. changes, how- 
ever, in the way of life since peace, 
but the government has asked 
Parliament to pass a law making 
anti-Semitism a crime, and news- 
papers have agreed to voluntary 
newsprint rationing to increase 
shipments to other European 
countries. 


Soviet Union — Russia has 
made great strides in six months 
toward getting its homeless mil- 
lions under some kind of shelter, 
and in providing them with jobs 
and prospects greater than they 
ever knew. Hundreds of thousands 
of troops have been demobilized to 
speed up factory and farm produc- 
tion. More than 10,900,000 mines 
have been cleared from the fields 
and forests, 

Workmen have started construc- 
tion of a network of new automo- 
bile roads, linking Moscow with 
Leningrad, Minsk, Krakow and 
the Crimea; a half-billion trees 


have been planted in a reforesta- 
tion program, and peacetime re- 


Army May Have to Act to Ease 
Strains | Between G.I.s, French

F the redeployment situation in France continues to get worse, 
the Army may have to take steps to correct it, Maj. Gen. A. D. 
Surles, Army chief of public relations, said today. 


His comment came in response to a series of articles by Nat A. 
Barrows of the Chicago Daily News—Post-Dispatch foreign service, 
revealing the indifference, boredom and demoralization of G.I.s in 
France awaiting shipment home or sweating out low-point scores. 


Corrective steps would be hard 
to take, however, Gen. Surles said. 
He pointed out that the same sit- 
uation existed after the last war. 

“I wonder if the first people to 


complain,” said Gen. Surles, “if 
we put Paris and other big cities 
out of bounds, stop sightseeing on 
leave, restrict soldiers to their im- 
mediate areas, would not be the 
French themselves. 


“Those soldiers have money to 
spend and the French want them 
to spend it. That is a source of 
irritation to the French, too, be- 
cause free-flowing American 
money makes-prices higher for the 
French. 


“Further, if American soldiers 
were restricted, kept out of Paris, 
the restlessness of the _ soldiers 
would increase, 

“The solution is to get the men 
out of France, except for those 
who must remain on duty for one 
reason or another, and they are 
being brought home as rapidly as 
possible.” 

Differences between Americans 
and Frenchmen, say Army officers 
here who have experienced French 
dislike, are more pronounced than 
between Americans and British or 
Germans; we don’t understand 
France, and the French don’t un- 
derstand us. That was evident 
after the last war. At American 
Legion conventions there are still 
remarks heard about the “gouging 
frogs” and their overcharging of 
Americans. 

The troubles in Paris are greater 
now than they were after the last 
war. The Americans have been 


away from home longer, they are 
homesick, restless, dissatisfied with 
everything. They go on leave to 
Paris to throw a binge and they 
are cock of the walk wherever they 
gO anyhow and are contemptuous 
of foreigners.” 


The French are more worn out, 
their tempers are shorter than 
they were in 1918, for they have 
been through a much longer war 
and they don’t like the American 
ebullience. 

One of the most serious prob- 
lems which Army officers have to 
deal with is American soldiers ac- 
costing women on the streets. 
Many of the G.I.s in France never 
were away from their home towns 
before they entered the service, 
There are more prostitutes to the 
square block in big French cities 
today, officers say, than there ever 
were before,.and fewer restrictions 
on them, The soldier who never 
knew that sort of thing in his 
home town gets the wrong idea— 
about all French women—just as 
his elders did in 1918, 


All 60-Pointers to Leave Mediter- 
ranean Area This Month.

“At the same time, historical ex- 
perience convincingly witnesses 
that all attempts of separate 
countries to win the world’s dom- 
ination with the aid of new com- 
bat techniques are doomed to 
failure.”

Strange as it may seem, these 
reluctant conquerors are probably 
doing a more effective job of oc- 
cupying Germany than any of the 
three other occupying powers— 
Britain, Russia and France. The 
six months’ record of American 
occupation is admitted by nearly 
every one here to be discourag- 
ingly spotty, but the frankness 
with which it is criticized on every 
level, by officers, enlisted men and 
even German civilians, is the best 
evidence that it still has a good 
chance of achieving some of the 
goals set up at Potsdam. 


Basic to most criticism heard in 
western Germany is the unhappy 
fact that almost hobody knows 
just what our occupation is sup- 
posed to achieve. The Potsdam 
outline of Germany’s future was 
necessarily in general terms, and 
this city still has received from 
policy makers in Berlin very few 
concrete formulas on just how to 
create a new democratic and un- 
military Germany.

Rule 18,000,000. 


Americans are now ruling al- 
most 18,000,000 Germans and 2,- 
000,000 more will arrive soon from 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and Hun- 
gary. They live in three “Laender” 
—the states of Great Hesse, Wur- 
temberg-Baden and Baviara—and 
one enclave at Bremen, which is 
our only port for supplies. Two 
armies—the Third and Seventh— 
are now trying to hand over the 
political problems of the occupa- 
tion to various kinds of civilian 
authority, but we shall have up- 
ward of 300,000 soldiers here for 
a long time to come, 

Three chief questions now dom- 
inate conversation among Ameri- 
cams wrestling with the occupa- 
tion problems: 

How, and how far, should we 
de-Nazify German enterprises, 
which are slowly starting up 
again? 

How, and how quickly, can we 
turn the administration back to 
the Germans themselves? 

How far can we push de-indus- 
trialization without producing 
famine and catastrophe? 


Purge of Nazis. 


On Oct. 1 80,000 Nazis were in 
our custody, not counting pris- 
oners of war. One hundred thou- 
sand had been dismissed from 
jabs, with more than 1000 still be- 
ing purged daily. Gen. George 5S. 
Patton’s transfer from the Third 
Army has opened the road for a 
purge in Bavaria, which includes 
more than half the entire Ameri- 
can zone. 

In Stuttgart and some other 
cities Nazi party members can be 
seen working on the removal of 
rubble and of corpses still lying 
it.

Some anti-Nazi Germans say we

Another is the emotional tidal

cil to set up central administrative

Welles Says Palestine Solution 


Can Be Achieved Only Through 
A Trusteeship of United Nations 


Britain Should Transfer Mandate, Council 
Could Set Up Jewish Commonwealth 
and Enforce Decision, He Asserts.

HE government of the United States is officially committed to the 


establishment of a Jewish national home in Palestine. 


Both 


major parties have in their most recent platforms indorsed this 


policy. 


An independent Jewish commonwealth of Palestine represents to 
many millions of people throughout the world the symbol of their 
passionate conviction. The failure to provide assurance that this ideal 
is going to be realized will result in dangerously increased tension in 
an already gravely troubled world, 


Unfortunately, this government 
is as yet giving no sign that it is 
pursuing any clear and consistent 
policy which will facilitate the 
achievement of the objective to 
which it is pledged. 

The President is urging the 
British Government to permit the 


immediate immigration into Pal- 
estine of 100,000 of the homeless 
and destitute Jews in Europe who 
are unwilling or unable to return 
to their former homes. 


A Moral Obligation. 


The rescue and resettlement of 
these pitiful survivors is a moral 
obligation which rests on all 
free peoples. The President’s hu- 
manitarian desire is altogether 
praiseworthy. 

But so long as this government 
continues to refuse to assume any 
responsibility for the security of 
the people of Palestine can his 
suggestion be regarded as con- 
structive? For the British Gov- 
ernment strongly maintains that 
an Arab uprising will take place 
if any. large-scale immigration 
into Palestine is now permitted. 
British military and material re- 
sources have reached & low ebb. 
Vital British interests are _ in- 
volved. | 

Is Great /Britain to be expected 
alone to Keep the peace in the 
Near East if hostilities break out 
as the sult of a step against 
which it has repeatedly warned? 

Are the true interests of the 
Jewish people going to be ad-

Roosevelt Views Cited. 


President Roosevelt never be- 
lieved that the establishment of a 


Jewish commonwealth in Pales- 
tine was in any sense “hostile” to

As soon as the council is in- 
trusted with a trusteeship over 
Palestine, unrestricted immigra- 
tion should be permitted. Immi- 
gration should thereafter be in- 
terrupted only if the International 
Trusteeship Council, or the future 
government of Palestine, decides 
that such restriction is temporari- 
ly required for economic reasons. 
Such authoritative surveys as Dr. 
Walter C. Lowdermilk’s admirable 
report prove that immigration can 
be greatly increased over the year 
if an intensive program of irriga- 
tion and of power development is 
undertaken. 


Unless the United Nations Or- 
ganization immediately assumes 
the responsibility for finding a 
solution, the danger of an out- 
break in the Near East is very 
real, Unless all of the major pow- 
ers share in the responsibility for 
the settlement to be reached, the 
whole of the Near East will be- 
come a fertile field for power 
politics. 


No people in the history of 
mankind have suffered more 
grievously than the Jewish people. 
If a free and peaceful world is 
within our) grasp, they must re- 
ceive something better than il- 
lusory promises—something more 
tangible than hollow assurance of 
sympathy. 

The declaration issued by the 
World Zionist Conference at Lon- 
don in August of this year is 
poignantly true: “Any delay in 
the solution of-the problem, any 
attempt at half measures, any de- 
cision which, however favorable, 
remains on paper and it not faith- 
fully and speedily implemented,

and to world stability. Unless the 


International Trusteeship Council 
to be set up by the United Nations 
Organization is charged with the 
obligation of carrying out such a 
decision, the commonwealth of 
Palestine will continue to be an 
ideal and not a reality. Only the 
United Nations Organization it- 
self, representing the concerted 
determination of the free peoples 
of the world, will possess the nec- 
essary authority to achieve 4 
final solution of the Palestine 
problem. 

The British Government should, 
under Article 77 of the United Na- 
tions Charter, transfer its man- 
date over Palestine to the Interna- 
tional Trusteeship Council as soon 
as the council is established. Un- 
til then, if large-scale immigra- 
tion into Palestine is to be per- 
mitted, the United States should 
share in the task of keeping the 
peace in that area.

If this board could not 
reach a unanimous decision, the 
dispute would go to an umpire

FRENGH PUTTING 
DOWN ROOTS IN 
OCCUPATION ZONE 


Atmosphere of Perma- 
nence About Their Ac- 
tions in Rhine-Moselle 
Area and Saar. 


By BARBARA WACE 

COBLENZ, Germany, Nov. 3 
(AP) — In French-occupied Ger- 
many one feels the country is 
being colonized—not just occupied. 

The whole atmosphere is differ- 
ent from that in the British zone, 
from the small children _ reluc- 
tantly or apathetically waving 
French flags to welcome Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, to French wives 
and children strolling in the 
streets of little Rhine towns on 
fine afternoons. 


As one passes into French occu- 
pied territory over the temporary, 
Rhine bridge into Coblenz, one 
enters another world. As one 
drives through the Rhine valley 
fewer troops are seen than in the 
British zone—but the area feels 
French in a way the Ruhr and 
north Germany never feels Brit- 
ish, 

The French have put their roots 
down, All that is German is being 
wiped out in this much-disputed 
Rhine-Moselle triangle and in the 
Saarland. French names take the 
place of German ones everywhere. 
Coblenz is Coblence again-—Saar- 
brucken is Sarrebruck, German 
street signs have been replaced. 
Realistic French propaganda signs 
are everywhere. 


Crimes Explained. 


“Many among you ask why the 
whole world joined against Ger- 
many?” — a huge and very fre- 
quent poster asks. “Here is the 
explanation—16,000,000 people have 
been murdered and tormented by 
the so-called Nazis. This cruelty 
has surpassed anything known in 
the world until now. Now do you 
understand?” 

A French exhibition in Sarre- 
bruck displays a Gestapo torture 
cage and the names of Saar people 
who suffered there. A poster, with 
a gruesome picture of piled-up 
corpses and a German hand asatrik- 
ing death, bears the curt words: 
“Germans did this.” 

British soldiers seem to be pic- 
nicking in Germany, compared 
with the French. With the arrival 
of officers’ :amilies and the wives 
and children of non-commissioned 
officers, there is an atmosphere of 
permanence. 

Accommodations may be diffi- 
cult and the French housewife 
may be dismayed at.the cold and 
disorder, but food is expected to 
be better this winter for the army 
of occupation than it is in France. 
French schools for small children 
are being started. Older children 
will go to the German schools, 


Realistic Approach, 


The French are realistic in their 
approach to the _ fraternization 
problem. “We never had the 
strict policy of the Americans and 
the British,” a military govern- 
ment officer explained. “There is 
plenty of frat—especially at night.” 

The French army has been liv- 
ing partly on the land, partly on 
rations from France. 

Political parties are not yet al- 
lowed in the French province, but 
the Catholic party is likely to 
become important.

Republicans Work on ‘Interim’ Platform, 
Look for Issues—Democrats Push Tru- 
man’s 21-Point 


Program.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— 
This is the situation on the na- 
tional political front as party 
chieftains see it midway between 
the 1944 and 1946 elections: 

1. The Republicans are striv- 
ing to agree on an affirmative 
“interim” platform on which 
congressional and gubernatorial 
candidates can stand next No- 
vember. They hope to complete 
it—at least in rough draft—in 
time for consideration at the 
special meeting of the party's 
national committee in Chicago 
Dec, 7-8. 

2. The Democrats are bend- 
ing every effort to see that the 
2l-point program offered by 
President Truman does not bog 
down in Congress. 

Some high in the councils of the 

party want a presidential admin- 
istrative assistant named to act 
as liaison with Democrats in the 
Senate and House. James M. 
Barnes served Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in this capacity. 
If such an aide is appointed he 
would help Cabinet officers and 
Reconversion Director John W. 
Snyder keep the Truman program 
rolling in Congress. 


1946 Issues Discussed. 
Republicans have begun to talk 
about issues for 1946. All House 
members, one third of the Senate 
and 34 governors will be elected 
then. Issues they are discussing 
include Pearl Harbor, taxes, 
spending, foreign loans, reconver- 
sion, an “audit” of the New Deal. 
There is disagreement among 
Republicans whether to make 
Truman the individual, as well as 
his program, a talking point. Some 
assert he is no different from his 
predecessor and hence is very 
much an issue. Others say Tru- 
man is not a candidate next year, 
so why concentrate fire on him 
and force Democratic forces to 
line up behind him? 

Democrats are saying they will 
welcome Pearl Harbor as an issue. 
They are challenging the opposi- 
tion party to come out with other 
issues, Most Democrats feel the 
elections next year will hinge on 
domestic economy questions—how 
much unemployment there is when 
the voters go to the polls, how 
returning veterans are treated.

Republicans now have 39 sena- 
tors as against 28 on Dec. 7, 
1941; 189 representatives as 
against 164, and 23 governors as 
against 20. 

Democrats say they will keep 
control of the Senate easily. The 
opposition will need to pick up an 
additional 10 seats to get a ma- 
jority. Democrats believe they 
can prevent the Republicans from 
winning the 29 more house seats 
the G.O.P. would need for a House 
majority. 

100 Critical Districts, 

Both parties will concentrate in 
1946 on the approximately 100 dis- 
tricts where elections were decid- 
ed by close -votes in 1944. In these 
contests the Democratic nominees 
won by 12,000 votes or less in 42 
districts and carried three at-large 
races by less than 10 per cent of 
the vote. Republicans won by 
12,000 or less in 51 districts and 
two at-large places by less than 
10 per cent.

A marked inclination to rely on 
the new, voluntary Missouri Basin 
Inter-Agency Committee to sup- 
ply the co-ordination and man- 
agement required for control and 
development of the water re- 
sources of the 10-state valley was 
encountered among opponents of 
the Missouri Valley Authority in 
the recent investigating tour of 
the Missouri State MVA Commis- 
sion. 

The commission found there 
was no divergence of opinion any- 
where as to the desirability of 
conservation of these resources. 
The sole issue of importance is 
the nature of administration. 
When the pending Murray bil) for 
MVA was introduced last Febru- 
ary, the Inter-Agency Committee 
was not in existence. The com- 
mittee was established last sum- 
mer by the four federal agencies

On the other hand, the principal 
arguments of MVA_ supporters 
are: <A. Needs and problems of 
the 2500-mile river and the great 
basin of highly diverse character- 
istics are too complex and inter- 
related to be handled effectively 
except by a single, central author- 
ity, situated in the basin and 
given full responsibility; B. Bu- 
reaucratic pride and jealousies- 
raise a problem in human rela- 
tions making it appear unlikely 
that the present separate and 
long-established agencies can co- 
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operate fully or efficiently; C. It 
would be possible under the Mur- 
ray bill for MVA to take over 
plans and even staffs of present 
agencies and start work quickly; 
D. MVA is patterned closely after 
the 12-year-old Tennessee Valley 
Authority. 

The Missouri commission found 
last summer that reports of 
TVA’s “socialism” and “domina- 
tion of the states” were un- 
founded, but there is a tendency 
on the part of the anti-MVA ma- 
jority of the commission to con- 
sider some of TVA’s activities for 
the general development of region- 
al resources unjustified.

Chief support for MVA was

These dams, similar to the ex- 
isting one at Fort Peck, Mont., 
would run 150 to 200 feet in 
height. Practical locks to handle 
towboat traffic past them would 
require triple or even quadruple 
lifts—sets of three or four locks at 
each dam, involving massive and 
costly construction. W. G. Sloan, 
assistant regional director of the 
Reclamation Bureau and co-au- 
thor of Pick-Sloan, says naviga- 
tion locks never have been pro- 
vided in such high dams and were 
not now contemplated, although 
suggested in some quarters. 

Gov. M. Q. Sharpe of South Da- 
kota, chairman of the Missouri 
River Basin States Committee, 
made a strong argument for navi- 
gation before the Missouri com- 
mission and asserted that the In- 
ter-Agency Committee was provid- 
ing for inclusion of sills for locks 
in all the main-stem dams. 

The Army. has undertaken to 
provide a six-foot channel in the 
Missouri from the mouth to Sioux 
City, 764 miles, but during the war 
has not attempted to make it 
available above Kansas City. Ac- 
tually, it says, 75 per cent of the 
entire distance has a_  nine-foot 
channel and preliminary steps 
have been taken to make ijt nine 
feet all the way, the same as the 
Mississippi. 

In both Dakotas and in Mon- 
tana the commission was told em- 
phatically of the need to develop 
not only water resources, but 
other basic resources, for the eco- 
nomic salvation of these states. 
All have suffered sharp losses in 
population, as farms have been 
abandoned and, iff recent years, 
as workers have left for war 
plants in industrial centers. They 
have large areas of virtually use- 
less arid land, that might produce 
fine, diversified crops under irri- 
gation. They possess a great va- 
riety of mineral and forest re- 
sources awaiting use, some of 
which need large new supplies of 
cheap electricity for development. 
Except for the copper industry 
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in an earthen canyon at Bis 
marck, N. D., where boys bicycled 
across it in the drouths of the 
‘30s; as a crystal mountain 
stream.

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Steamboat's End‘ 


Once Proud ‘Capitol’ 
Now Riverfront Ruin 


By Jean Winkler 


LKS visiting the riverfront last Sunday to look at the’ 


trim new Navy ships saw the wreckage of a steamboat a 
bit to the south. She was lying at a cockeyed angle on 


the ancient cobblestones of the levee, her top deck and pilot- 


house torn away, stays pok- 
ing aimlessly into the air, 
one rusty stack cut off 
shorter than the other. A 
few of the visitors strolled 
down to get a better look 
at her. Not many climbed 
aboard, because they were 
wearing their Sunday 
clothes, and she was littered 
with trash and dirt. They 
could tell she was a big boat 
and, from the ornate plas- 
ter-of-paris capitals and me- 
dallions surmounting the 
battered pillars of her ball- 
room, had been an import- 
ant one. “What boat is 
that?” they asked. Nobody 
answered, because it was 
Sunday and there weren't 
any rivermen around. But 
ohn Monday there were 
plenty of people who knew. 
“This is the old Capitol,” said the blue-shirted workman, who 
was trying to rip loose a stretch of her flooring with a pinch- 
bar. “This is the Capitol, sure enough, and she made plenty 
of money in her time for old Captain John.” To this inglorious 
end has come the Capitol, after surviving a tornado, at least 
one sinkin~, the countless hazards of the Mississippi bottom, 
and the decline of packet freight trade. Many rivermen con- 
sidered her the most beautiful boat of recent years. Says the 
Waterways Journal by way of requiem: “In the little that is 
: left of her © is hard to recognize the graceful steamer that 

little more than a year ago still had the speed to pass nearly 
anything on the rivers and had the beauty to put a lump in 
any riverman’s throat. With the exception of the steamer 
Sprague she was the longest sternwhee] boat in existence. Los- 
ing the Capitol is like having a death in the family.”

@ MOST ST. LOUISANS REMEMBER the Capitol for the 
Labor day excursions down .to Ste. Genevieve. The boat never 
figured very largely in the regular excursion season locally; 
she usually ran out of New Orleans or St. Paul. But toward 
the end of each summer, back in the early. 1920's, people would 
begin taiking about the Ste. Genevieve trip over Labor day. 
That was before the days of air-cooling systems, good roads, 
nd two cars in every garage. A long day and night on the 
Mississippi, with a torrid jazz band to dance to, cool drinks on 
the top deck, river breezes, and the wooded shoreline drifting 
by—it was as fine a way to spend Labor day as anybody could 
ask. However, the Capitol’s stout hull was scraping over 
bars and sliding past snags before most contemporary St. 
Louisans were born. It was in the year 1879 that a Cincinnati 
shipbuilder fitted and braced her timbers, caulked her seams, 
and launched her on the Ohio. At that time she was known 
as the Pittsburgh, and ran mostly in the upper Ohio trade. 
Captain John Thornburg, who was her master in those days, 
visited the St. Louis levee to see her in 1916. He remembered 
one occasion when she steamed from Wheeling, W. Va., to 
Pittsburgh in a little over nine hours, setting a record. 
x > 2 
The Pittsburgh made occasional trips to St, Louis, too, 
She happened to be here on May 27, 1896. That day was 
the day of the long-remembered St, Louis tornado—or 
cyclone, as they called it then. The Pittsburgh lost her 
cabin, texas, pilot-house, and much of her superstructure. 
She was hauled up-river to Dubuque, Ia., and rebuilt. 
When she was launched again in 1897 she bore a new name 
—the Dubuque. 
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@ UNDER HER NEW IDENTITY the ship also had her ad- 


ventures. Way's Steamboat Directory lists a photograph of her 
sunk at Keithsburg, lll, at an unknown date. She was later 
raised and in 1908 she was again rebuilt. During this period 
the Dubuque was running in the Diamond Jo line, carrying 
freight between St. Louis and St. Paul. About 1911 she was 
bought by Captain John Streckfus of St. Louis. The ship 
continued to haul hogs and apples, farm machinery and kero- 
sene, miscellaneous cargo and a few passengers, on the upper 
Mississippi until the winter of 1919. At that time Streckfus 
decided that the commercial future of packet boats didn’t look 
too bright, so he had the Dubuque rebuilt at Keokuk, When 
she slid off the docks in the spring of 1920 she was an ex- 
cursion steamer. Her cabins were gone and an elaborately 
decorated ballroom occupied some 200 feet of her main deck. 
Her aame was now the Capitol.

It was as the Capitol] that the ordinary public, as dis- 

tinguished from the rivermen, really became acquainted 

with her. Young couples from New Orleans charlestoned 

to the blare of her bands and, exhausted, stood at the 

stern to watch the coffee-colored water foaming over her 

great wheel. Mothers from St. Paul passed out ham sand- 

wiches and potato salad to their broods, then relaxed to 

look at the blue water of the upper river, while the chil- 

dren drifted below to sniff the strange, sweetish odor of 

boiler steam.

@ THERE’S NOT MUCH LEFT of the Capitol now. Her 
paddlewheel and all her machinery are gone. THe stairway to 
the top ‘deck ends pathetically in mid-air. The ballroom is 
roofless, its floor full of holes. Toward the river side is a 
heap of broken wicker rockers. A few yards away lies the 
wreckage of a popcorn stand. About the only part of the 
boat that still appears intact is her 66-year-old hull. The white 
Roman numerals marking her depth in the water (VIII, VII, 
VI, V) still stand out cleanly against the red paint of her 
prow.

“How a Woman Who Had No Money, 
but Was Rich in Faith, Fulfilled Her 
Ambition to Bring Learning to Boys 
and Girls in Kentucky Hills.

WILLIBA, Ky., Nov. 3. 


HE May day that Eliza Rick- 
T eras rode horseback down 
Frayles creek, the dogwoods 
and redbuds were in bloom, the 
rhododendroms and laurels were 
in bud and there was the singing 
of waters racing over rocks in the 
glen that fell away to the North 
Fork gorge. To the woman on the 
horse the scene was breath-tak- 
ing. At the high waterfall she 
stopped to look and listen, ~ 
“Here will I build my school,” 
she said to herself, “and its name 
will be Glen Eden.” 


It wa’ a brave prophecy, for in 
a suitcase tied behind her saddle 
she carried her worldly posses- 
sions and in her purse was $3.50, 
all her wealth, But she was rich 
in faith. So, in due time, her 
school was built above the water- 
f: for the mountain boys and 
girls + . no other way to 
get the education that they 
craved. Now in November, Eliza 
Richards sits on a rock above 
the North Fork gorge and tells 
of the mi..cle that was wrought 
at Glen Eden. The rock where she 
sits is like an altar to her, for 
there she prayed 19 years ago, 
when she had lost hope, and 
wrote the letter that brought help 
for the building of the school. 


Eliza Richards was Kentucky 
born but not of the mountains 
until she had finished her educa- 
tion and was sent by the Southern 
Presbyterians to be a home mis- 
Sionary at Canyon Falls in Lee 
county. After two years she went 
to the Berry school at Rome, Ga., 
and taught there seven years. 
After that she lived with her 
parents at Knoxville, Tenn., cher- 
ishing a plan to establish a school 
in the mountains, but not having 
much hope. But while she plan- 
ned without much hope, there was 
a man in the mountains who 
planned with much hope and did 
what he could to bring nearer the 
realization of his hope. 


Floyd Creech was a hill farmer 
of limited education who wanted 
his children and his neighbors’ 
children to have a better chance. 
The only way, was for somebody 
to come and start a school on the 
creek, There were grade schools 
here and there, but the nearest 
high school was at Beattyville, 14 
miles away over roads that were 
often impassable and across creeks 
and the river. 

Somewhere there must be some- 
body who would answer his call. 
Hopefully he inquired wherever he 
went. As he did that day when 
he was over at Canyon Falls and 
stopped in to see Aunt Arleeny. 
Did she know anybody he could 
get to come to Frayles and start 
a school? Aunt Arleeny said yes, 
she knew the very person. Miss 
Richards always said she wanted 
to come back to the mountains, for 
she loved them se. She had writ- 
ten that on the Christmas card 
that she had sent to Aunt Arleeny. 

“T’ve got it somewheres here,” 
said Aunt Arleeny, “with her ad- 
dress on it. Wait till I put on my 
specs and I'll try to find it for 


you.” 
found it and gave it to Floyd 


U Creech. 


“You write to her, Floyd,” she 
said, “and likelier than not she'll 
come.” 


In February, 1926,:Creech wrote: 
“I’ve heard about you and how 
you love the mountains. Our chil- 
dren here on Frayles want a 
school so they can get an educa- 
tion and stay at home. It’s too far 
to send them to Berea. I would 
give land for the school and all the 
people would help. The roads are 
so bad you couldn’t come now, but 
in May they’ll be pretty well dried 
up. You could come then and we 
would send somebody to meet you 
with a horse at Tallega on the 
railroad.” 


Like a call out of a clear sky 
was Creech’s letter to Miss Rich- 
ards. She wrote back that she 
would come in May and set about 
making preparations. The plan of 
a school building came to her and 
she had an architect draw it. She 
went to Berea to consult with

T Frankfort she talked with 

Mrs. Emma Guy Cromwell, the 

secretary of state, and Mrs. 
Cromwell said of course it could be 
done. There wasn’t anything that 
a woman couldn’t do if she had a 
mind to. 

So encouraged, Miss Richards 
wrote to Creech that she would 
arrive at Tallega on May 21. At 
the railroad station she was met 
by one of Creech’s boys with an 
extra saddle horse for her, He 
tied her suitcase behind her 
saddle and off they went to 
Frayles Creek, eight miles away. 
It was a sunshiny day and Miss 
Richards, as she rode down the 
creek, thought the valley, in its 
spring glory, was the loveliest 
that she had ever seen. 

They crossed the creek above 
the waterfall where the school 
would be some day and followed 
the leafy lane to Floyd Creech’s 
home and met the man whose 
letter had brought her there. He 
made her welcome and said this 
would be her home while she 
looked around to see what could 
be done, 

During the two months that she 
stayed there she visited all the 
families on the creek and through 
the countryside and made a sort 
of survey which showed that cul- 
turally the people needed every- 
thing, with the need of the chil- 
dren for education the greatest 
of all. It was the greatest op- 
portunity that she had ever seen 
because the needs of the people 
were the greatest. 

Floyd reech said he would 
give her any land that she wanted 
except his best farming fields.

She didn’t want farming land, 
She wanted her school to rise in 
the glen. She asked for 25 acres. 
Creech was willing enough to 
give the land but he couldn't help 
asking what in the world she was 
going to do with 25 acres, for his 
vision didn’t go beyond a house 
and a playground. gt happened 
that he didn’t have that much 
acreage along the glen, so it 
was worked. out for him and 
Brother Joe Chambers, a moun- 
tain preacher, who lived across 
the creek, to go halves in supply- 
ing the site for the school. Brother 
Joe wanted to have a hand, too, 
in the hospitality, so Miss Rich- 
ards stayed with his family for 
four months while she continued 
her planning. After that, she 
lived with various families along 
the creek until she at last had a 
home of her own. Long before

ITH an air of assurance off- 
Wee by hidden misgivings, Miss 

Richards went to a ‘lumber 
man at Lexington and ordered 
material for building her school. 
It came to $2400. Then she men- 
tioned casually that she didn’t 
hdve any money, but maybe the 
man would trust her. Quite un- 
derstandably he declined. He told 
her, moreover, that no business 
man anywhere would go into that 
sort of a deal. The man seemed 
to fee] about it much as her own 
father had felt. 

He was an indulgent father but 
he had disapproved her school pro- 
ject from the first. It was, he said, 
the craziest thing he had ever 
heard of and he cut off her allow- 
ance of $50 a month until such 
time as she would regain her 
senses. The $3.50 that she had 
when she came was gone. Unless 
help came she would have to give

dered on a July day through the 
woods and came to a rock on the 
ledge above the North Fork gorge 
and, sitting there with her knee 
as a desk, she wrote a letter, 
telling all about the hopes that she 
had harbored-and the failure that 
threatened. “The children want it 
so much and need it so much,” 
she wrote. 
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HE made a hundred copies of 
Sine letter and sent them to peo- 

ple who knew her and, she felt 
sure had faith in her, 
them off. 


Williba postoffice was then a 
mile and a half away on the river. 
Every day she walked there and 
asked if there were any letters for 
her. For nine days the postmast- 
er’s answer was a shake of the 
head and a pitying look for the 
disappointment that the woman 
couldn’t conceal. On the tenth day 
the postmaster happily told her 
yes, there was a handful of let- 
ters for her. 

She took them shakily and Car- 
ried them unopened to the rock, 
Alone there she prayed, asking for 
courage to go on if there was help 
in the letters dnd for the greater 
courage to give up and go back 
home, heartbroken, if there was 
no help. She opened the letters 
and, her eyes dimmed by tears of 
thankfulness, counted $957 that 
her friends had sent. 


Letters continued to:come and 
by early autumn, when the leaves 
began to turn, she had $2200. The 
children would have the school 
that they wanted so much and 
needed so much, Until it could be 
built on the shelf above the water- 
fall, a start was made in Febru- 
ary, 1927, at the Frayles district 
school house up the creek. Some 
of the windows were out and the 
heat was supplied by a stove that 
stood uncertainly on three legs.

8 to 20. The big boys made repairs. 
Kate Bowman came from the 
Berry school to help with the 
teaching. A-friend came from 
Cincinnati to teach handicrafts

In July the new school building 
was finished and given the name 
of Glen Eden Community Center. 
There was no equipment, not even 
a piece of chalk. There were 50 
pupils. Some of them walked five 
to six miles each way. One boy 
lived farther and had to leave 
home before dawn, carrying a 
lantern to light him on the way, 
blowing it out when daylight 
came. 
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T first there was grade teach- 

A ing as well as the high school 

‘ourses, but after a time the 
grades were dropped because the 
district school on the creek could 
take care of that. For the high 
school pupils nothing was too 
good, The teachers were the best 
that Miss Richards could find, 
teachers who gave themselves as 
she was giving herself. 

Her brother, John Richards Jr., 
a university man, came and stayed 
five years, teaching English and 
dramatics, training the boys and 
girls to produce Shakespeare's 
plays in the woods. Miss Rich- 
ards was happy because her fa- 
ther had abated his disapproval. 
If that was to be her chosen 
career he wouldn't stand in the 
way. He renewed her allowance 
and bought 30 acres and a cabin 
for her. Until he died he gave 
her loyal and generous support. 

Miss Richards had no home but 
Brother Chambers had a big log 
barn in his meadow up the creek. 
Miss Richards asked him for it. 
He protested that it wasn't fittin’ 
for a home but she said it Was 
the kind of a home that she want- 
ed. He gave it to her and. she 
made it over into a homey place. 
After a while Floyd Creech moved 
up the creek and let her have his 
house as a home for the teachers. 

In the course of time, Miss 
Richards increased her holdings 
to 300 acres, with 100 acres in cul- 
tivation, partly tilled by the stu- 
dents under a farmer’s supervi- 
sion, or in pasture. Besides the 
high school building, there is a 
dormitory for girls who come 
from far away, a manual arts 
building and a community store 
and post office. Miss Richards 
hopes eventually to have a new 
high school building, a home eco- 
nomics building, a community 
church and a resident minister 
and a hospital. 

The day that I came to Glen 
Eden, crossing the creek above 
the waterfall, Miss Richards 
turned the school over to Ada 
Moore, the principal, said “Came 
with me,” and led the way along 
the leafy trail to what she calls 
“my rock,” on the cliff above the 
gorge. Sitting there where she 
wrote her letter callimg for help, 
she told the story with a song in 
her voice, for there was happiness 
in her heart. She told of the 90 
boys and girls who have grad- 
uated from Glen Eden, going on 
to colleges and universities, or 
staying to teach the grade schools 
in the mountains. Her boys were 
on all the fronts in the great war 
and only one had fallen in the 
fight. She was thankful for that. 


It gave her special satisfaction 
that Floyd Creech’s grandson, 
Shafter, and his granddaughter, 
Margaret Bradley, would grad- 
uate at the end of the present 
term. 

It was of the boys and girls 
that she liked best to speak. 
“They are the finest boys and girls 
in the world,” she said. “They 
are so courageous and loyal. They 
fill my heart with joy. It is the 
fineness of these boys and girls 
that has kept me going.”

How Station KSD 
Took to the Air

were one of the patient band of pioneer radio listeners 

and had youw* ears clamped to your crystal set, tuned to 

360 meters, you heard a pleasant, melodious voice saying:

Dispatch opening its new 
broadcasting. station, KSD.”

The 
small studio had been thor- 
oughly sound-proofed, The 
engineer who did the job 
completely forget about any- 
thing as important as air 
and the performers and the 
staff were dripping with 
perspiration.

Also featured were Arne 
Arnesen, violinist, and Raymond Koch, baritone, accompanied 
by Esmeralda Berry Mayes. Among the principal speakers 
was Herbert A. Trask, an editorial executive of the Post- 
Dispatch, to whom Editor Joseph Pulitzer had given the as- 
signment of running the station.

@ THERE WAS ONE, AND ONLY ONE, of everything when 
KSD first took to the air. One piece of transmitting equip- 
ment, one piano, one microphone (so precious that it was 
carefully locked up when not in use), one engineer and one 
announcer, Miss Jones, who had been hired by O. K. Bovard, 
former managing editor, to be KSD’s impresario. She soon 
discovered that title covered everything around a radio shop 
but sweeping out the studio, In these days when every per- 
sonality is thoroughly identified, it seems strange that early- 
day announcers were forbidden to mention their names in 
connection with any program. Miss Jones was possessed of a 
melodious voice, somewhat deeper in pitch than that of the 
average woman, Numerous fan letters came with every mail 
and some time after this mysterious anonymity had been 
going on, an enthusiastic listener wrote to the editor of the 
‘Post-Dispatch: “Please tell me the name of your announcer. 
If it’s a lady, she has a nice voice. If it’s a man, he’s a damn 
sissy.” This eventually led to a change of policy and thereafter 
KSD’s one and only announcer identified herself at sign-off 
with ... “Miss Jones announcing. This is the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch Station, KSD, signing off.”

Some of her loyal fans carried their admiration to 
the point of sending various gifts, ranging from a box 
of cigars to a handsome piece of jewelry, which she 
promptly returned, Also, during the course of her five 
years on KSD, Miss Jones received many Offers of 
matrimony through the mails. All of these she likewise 
rejected, especially the ones received after she had be- 
come Mrs. Campbell.

after a long and painful pause, turned desperately to the 
announcer and pleaded, “What shall I say, Miss Jones?” To 
which she replied, “Just say what you have to say, General,” 
and the petrified Pershing then spoke his piece, Other world 
figures to appear with Miss Jones for the KSD radio au- 
dience included Lloyd George and King Albert of Belgium.

Im the days of its extreme youth, the daily broad- 
casting schedule of the station wag one and one-half 
hours, all the way from 8:00 to 9:30 p.m. Today, KSD 
begins at 5:30 a.m. and broadcasts continuously until 
12:30 a.m. the next morning. 

They were all “live talent” shows.in those days, 
too, for no phonograph records or electrical transcrip- 
tions were permitted. Even player pianos were taboo. 
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@ KSD WAS THE FIRST STATION west of the Mississippi 
to be granted a license, the first station in St. Louis to par- 
ticipate in a chain broadcast (with WEAF, NBC's key sta- 
tion in New York, WDAF, operated by the Kansas City Star, 
and three other stations); first station to broadcast a Midnight 
Mass, on Christmas Eve, from the Old Cathedral, and the first 
play-by-play broadcast of a sports event. It was in 1922 
that the National Amateur Golf Championship was brought

OT long ago we drove down 
through Potosi, the little Ozark

He has come a long way since 
his immigrant days. When he 
organized his Philadelphia “Pops” 
Orchestra on the lines of. the 
famous Boston Pops, he found 
plenty of top flight Philadelphians 
ready to serve as officers, directors 
and incorporators of the non-profit 
organization. They include physi- 
cians, merchants, manufacturers, 
lawyers. One is the City Control- 
ler Dr. Robert C. White. Another 
is Judge Gerald L. Flood of Com- 
mon Pleas Court. Guy E. Parsons, 
assistant superintendent of police, 
himself a music lover, is another. 


No one but Max Leon knows 
how much his hobby costs him 
and he doesn’t discuss it. But his 
orchestra men figured that one 
trip they made to Atlantic City to 
play for wounded and sightless 
veterans in the Thomas M. Eng- 
land General Hospital cost Max 
between $1300 and $1400, including 
their pay for rehearsals and the 
concert, transportation and their 
dinners. 

It’s fairly obvious that a concert 
at popular prices, with Grace 
Moore as soloist at $2500, must 
have set Max back a pretty penny. 
That occasion, and. some other

high-priced soloists he has paid, 
were exceptions. Not because 
Max objects to the cost or tries 
to save a few dollars here and 
there, but because one of his sec- 
ondary objectives is the encourag- 
ing of young artists. He dearly 
loves to find sofMMe aspiring young- 
ster with real musical talent and 
give him or her a spot on one of 
his programs. 

How does he get that way? 
Well, he was born in Chelm, Po- 
land, scion of a family of candy- 
makers in a small way. Some- 
where he got hold of a fiddle when 
he was nine and began scraping 
on it, to the annoyance of papa 
and mama, who wanted their son 
to aspire higher than a career in 
making music—something, say, 
like becoming another Souchard 
or Peter in the candy business, 

The boy compromised by trying 
both. In working hours he learned 
something of the candy business, 
Hours intended for leisure and 
even some intended for sleep went 
into practicing his music, At 16, 
the family gave him the, money 
for passage to America to join an 
older brother, already making 
candy here. They also gave him 
money to buy clothes and other 
necessary things for the trip. He 
found out the cost of the passage, 
spent the rest for a better violin 
and landed in New York with his 
fiddle, one spare shirt and one 


spare pair of socks.

H got a job in a small candy fac- 

tory. In two years he was 
managing the place and he and 
the owner were good friends. It 
wag a little one-story building, lit- 
tle more than a shack. When the 
proprietor wanted to quit, he of- 
fered Max the chance to buy it, 
and he did. . 

Today he has a four-story build- 
ing. It is still somewhat dingy as 
to outward appearance, but ah! 
what schmaltz music comes out 
the windows on a summer’s .day, 
competing triumphantly with the 
rattle and clatter of the elevated 
transit line that runs past the 
place. 

For it was there that Leon first 
assembled his orchestra and be- 
gan working with it.

podium. He had the establish- 
ment wired for sound, and when 
the boss retires to the,fourth floor 
and begins giving out with the 
music of hig own orchestra, his 
30 employes share in it and they 
like it. So much so that most 
of them go now to his “pop” con- 
certs and several have started 
taking.music lessons. 

Incongruous is the word for 
that diinty music salon, for you 
get to it by rising, on an old- 
fashioned freight elevator. As you 
gO up, trapdoors in the floors 
open above you and close below 
you, and the inside of the candy- 
making business is spread before 
your astonished’ eyes. White- 
robed men and women move 
about their tasks and the aroma 
of boiling sugar and vanilla and 
chocolate is almost overpowering. 
And all the time, the rooms are 
filled with, let us say for ex- 
ample, the ‘magnificent strains 
of Schubert’s “Unfinished Sym- 
phony” — not canned music, not 
radio, but at it might be played 
for either of these media. 

On the podium stands a slim, 
mild-mannered, smooth-faced man 
in conservative business cltohes, 
who looks no more like a mu- 
sician than he does like a prime 
minister. He would pass muster 
at any Rotary Club luncheon. But 
the things he does with the 20- 
odd shirt-sleeved musicians facing 
him are sheer magic, His natural 
shyness disappears as he lifts his 
baton and brings the players to 
attention. There is a little bob of 
his head, bringing a blond fore- 
lock down on his forehead, and 
they are off and away on another 
number. 


That was his “Academy Sym- 
phony Orchestra, and the Satur- 
day morning get-togethers on the 
top floor of the candy factory 
were by way of rehearsal for their 
real purpose—tours of Army and 
Navy hospitals, service clubs, sep- 
aration centers and the like, all at 
Leon’s personal expense, Out of 
that came the later and more pub- 
licized Philadelphia “Pops” Or- 
chestra of about 70, to take the 
general public in on his own en- 
joyment of the music. 


Leon is no mere dilettante who 
is humored by the musicians un- 
der his direction. He knows his 
music and they know he knows it. 
Accustomed to playing for some 
of the greatest conductors in the 
country, and with the tradition of 
Leopold Stokowski behind them, 
they are sincere and unanimous 
in their respect for Leon’s mu- 
sicianship and ability as a con- 
ductor. For some years he was 
musical director for the Hagemann 
String Band, one of the most pop- 
ular features of Philadelphia's fa- 
mous annual New Year's carnival, 


the Mummers’ parade. 

He played in an American Le- 
gion band. He has been guest con- 
ductor with the Philadelphia Po- 
lice and Firemen’s band, When 
he decided to organize his own 
orchestra, he went once a week 
to New York to study under Paul 
Brisach, of the Metropolitan 
Opera, and to take lessons in 
theory and harmony. His wife 
and two daughters share his mu- 
sical enthusiasm and he proudly 
believes 16-year-old Sonia is 
headed for an operatic career,

EON specializes with his or- 
I cnestra in the lighter classical 

compositions that many per- 
sons miss from the programs of 
both popular and symphony or- 
chestras. He likes such things as 
Victor Herbert's music, Tschai- 
kovsky’s Nutcracker Suite and 
Grieg’s Peer Gynt. 

At a “Pops” concert in support 
of the Seventh War Loan, for 
which admission was only by bond 
purchase, the orchestral part of 
the program included the overture 
to Johann  Strauss’s ‘Fleder- 
maus”; Liszt’s Second Hungarian 
Rhapsody; the first movement of 
Shubert’s “Unfinished Symphony”; 
music from Romberg's “The Stu- 
dent Prince’; Leon's own “Medley 
Militaire” and Tschaikovsky’s 
“Marche Slav.” And-—oh, yes— 
the concert sold $1,500,000 worth 
of war bonds. 

How he finds time, not to say 
money, for all this while keeping 
his candy business running suc- 
cessfully is Leon’s little secret. 
Maybe you've helped pay for some 
of his musical ventures, When 
cream and ice cream became 
scarce during the war, he invent- 
ed, discovered or concocted a 
product called marshmallow whip, 
which did very well in a choco- 
late-marshmallow ice cream and 
in other comestibles, and, inci- 
dentally, did very well by Leon. 
Otherwise, his business “line” con- 
sists chiefly of peanut brittle, aft- 
er dinner mints, fruit squares, 
marshmallows, and the packaged 
candy, f.o.b. 10 cents at the corner 
store, which sq many stenogra- 
phers use as a mid-afternoon pick- 
me-up. eo

FM Broadcast 


FM (frequency modulation) 
broadcasting station has been 
granted to KSD. 
The effect of a conditional li- 
cense is to announce that the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion has approved the applicant’s 
qualifications to operate an FM 
station and-has allocated a chan- 
nel. The applicant is authorized 
to proceed with preliminary plans 
for FM programming, personnel 
and studios, but not to purchase 
a transmitter. 
A construction permit will be 
granted when the commission has 
examined the FM station applica- 
tion as to engineering details. 
Besides KSD, WDAF at Kansas 
City and KXOK in St. Louis were 
granted conditional FM licenses 
during the past week. WEW has 
had a construction permit for an 
FM station for four years, but has 
been unable to buy a transmitter 
because of wartime conditions. 
KWK and WIL were granted con- 
ditional FM licenses a couple of 
weeks ago. KFUO has an FM ap- 
plication before the commission 
as have the St. Louls Globe-Demo- 
crat, WTMV, in East St. Louis, 
and KMOX. Illinois stations in 
this area which have been granted 
FM licenses are WDWS at Cham- 
paign and WJPF at Herrin. 
Frequency modulation  broad- 
casting has certain advantages 
such as freedom from static and 
wide tone and volpme range. It 
uses ultra short waves and can be 
received only on special radio sets 
or on sets designed for it and the 
present system of amplitude 
broadcasting. 
Expectation is that the St. Louis 
stations which will erect FM sta- 
tions will continue to operate 
their regular broadcast band 
transmitters.

point legislative program has a 

low batting average in its early 
innings with Congress, but there 
will be no “purge” attempts, even 
if the chief executive doesn’t get 
all he wants. Legislators have it 
pretty straight Truman has noth- 
ing like that in mind. 

Here are prospects on the pro- 
gram submitted by the President 
on Sept. 6: 

Unemployment com pensation: 
Passed in modified form by the 
Senate, bottle-necked in a House 
committee. Prospects poor. 

“Full employment”: Ditto. 

Increase in minimum. wage 
standards: Still in House and Sen- 
ate committees. Likely to emerge 
soon. 

Continuation of wartime home 
front controls: Still in committee, 
favorable action expected shortly. 

Reorganization of executive 
agencies: Compromise in prospect. 

Fair employment practices com- 
mittee: Approved by House labor 
committee but shelved by rules 
committee. Prospects poor. 

Labor disputes and wage stabili- 
zation: Continuance of War Labor 
Board recommended by House 
military committee, along with 
administration-opposed labor curbs. 

Selective service: Nothing ex- 

ected to be done about continu- 
ng the draft until early next year. 
Stiff fight in prospect. 

United States Employment Serv- 
ice: Both Senate and House, in 
different bills, have rejected the 
President’s recommendation for 
continued federal control. 

Tax revisions: Approved by both 
Senate and House. 

Surplus property disposal: 
Passed in modified form by both 
branches. 

Scientific research: Passed by 
House, pending in Senate. 

Sale of surplus ships: Passed 
by House awaiting Senate action. 

On eight points nothing ‘has 
been done by either Senate or 
House, but the outlook is that 
there will be action eventually 
when more controversial matters 
are out of the way. 3 

These eight are: 

Agriculture, housing, smal! busi- 
ness, veterans, public works, re- 
peal of the Johnson Act prohibit- 
ing private loans to defaulting 
foreign governments, increases in 
Congressional salaries, and stock- 
piling of strategic material. 


Expert opinion: Congressional 
backers of universal military 
training are counting heavily on 
returning service men to change 
what they term an attitude of 
apathy or opposition on the part 
of the country. They believe most 
veterans will be aggressively for 
the plan and point out that veter- 
ans of World War I, as repre- 
sented by the American Legion, 
long have been. 

Best bet still is that if any pro- 
gram is enacted it will be sweet- 
ened with educational features. 


New plane: Look for disclosure 
this month of a new all-jet navy 
fighter plane, developed too late 
to get into the fighting. 


Milking the Milky Way: Astron- 
omers are hoping to train radar 
beams on the moon and the plan- 
ets to learn more about their 
makeup. 

The character of a radar “echo” 
depends on the nature of the re- 
flecting surface. For example, as- 
tronomers may be able to deter- 
mine whether there are oceans on 
the planet Venus. Incidentally, 
watch for an announcement soon 
on radar “counter-measures”—the 
techniques we employed to pre- 
vent the enemy from interfering 
with our own radar and the meth- 
ods we took to put the kibosh on 


radar used against us. - 


To Oslo for lunch: The next 
American trans-Atlantic air serv- 
ice to be started probably will be 
to the Scandinavian countries. 
Sweden, Norway and Denmark are 
trying to complete plans for a 
joint service to the United States. 


Freight rates: The northern 
states plan to carry their battle 
against lower freight rates for the 
south and west to federal court 
if the Interstate Commerce Com- 
misison (ICC) refuses to re-open 
its May 15 freight rate decision. 
Under that decision, ICC ordered 
uniform class rates east of thé 
Rocky mountains, thus lowering 
the rates for the south. 


Bargain rates: Aviation cadets 
with less than a year’s service and 
with as few as six points are be- 
ginning to get discharges as “sur- 
plus” soldiers. Discharge of fly- 
ing officers with point scores in 
the 20s and 30s has become com- 


monplace, 


Kingfish Junior: On capitol hill 
the word is that Louisiana poli- 
ticlans want to run Russell Long, 
son of the late Kingfish, for a 
state office, perhaps governor. He 


is in his late 20s, just got out of’ 


the Navy, was a Louisiana State 
University law class valedictorian.

Secretary of Science: Senator 
Magnuson (Dem.), Washington, is 
toying with the idea of proposing 
a Secretary of Science in the 
President’s cabinet. He asked 
Bernard M. Baruch about it and 
got this reply: 

“Well, like an old friend of mine 
down south said, ‘Mr. Bernie, 
there's a heap of them things al- 
ready.’” 

Baruch amplified. He said he 
doesn't think there need be as 
many peacetime agencies as there 
are in war. 


Opposition: Various government 
agencies have their dander up 
over a plan for a central “clear- 
ance” agency for all policy state- 
ments. by administration officials. 
Such a set-up (OWI) prevailed in 
wartime for security reasons but 
opponents say there is no need 
for it now. That is the sentiment, 
too, of newsmen.

AVA, most densely populated area on earth (815 
persons to the square mile), has been the scene 
of bloody skirmishes as the National Indonesia 

Party led a revolt against return of the Netherlands

Head insurgent is I. R. Soekarno, President of 
the “Indonesia Republic.” There is some uncer- 
tainty whether Soekarno is Java's George Wash- 
ington or its Quisling. In a double play to cause 
the Dutch to lose face and to win co-operation from 
the Javanese, the Japs promoted and armed a na- 
tionalist movement, made Soekarno its President. 
In return, Soekarno exhorted Javanese to enter Jap- 
anese military service—which thousands of his 
followers learned too late meant the labor corps. 

After Jap defeat, the nationalist movement, 
which Soekarno first helped to organize in 1927, re- 
mained a going concern. He remained President, 
said he had only pretended to help the Japs while 
actually preparing for independence. 

Java is the principle island of Indonesia. Its 
paren. coffee, rubber, tin, oil and cinchona bark 

ave enriched the Dutch since 1595. Soekarno 
his republic is ready to arrange—by treaty—for the 
Dutch to stay in business there. 

The United States has refused to intervene, but 
offered its services as mediator with a pointed sug- 
gestion that the Dutch prepare their colonies for 
self-government.
